EDWIN YOUNG BURIED. 


History of His Stewardship of the Millions 
of the Late Thomas Cornell. 





KinosTon, N. Y., April 24.—The remains of 
Edwin Young, who diedin Albany last Friday 
from concussion of the brain, were interred at 
Honesdale, Penn., to-day. They were taken 
from Albany by a special train over the Dela- 
ware and Hudson, which left Albany at 6 
o’olock this morning. 

Mr. Young was thrown from a horse in Wash- 
ington Park, Albany, last Wednesday morning. 
While Mr. Young held many positiens of im- 
portanee, being attorney for the Delaware and 
Hudson Canal Company, President of the 
Ulster and Delaware Railroad, and of the First 


National Bank of this city, he was best known 
here in his capacity as executor of the will of 
his unele, the late Thomas Cornell. 

In this position Mr. Young trod a pathway 
not strewn with roses. He came into posses- 
sion of the estate, which amounted to about 
$2,000,000, at a time when it was embarrassed 
in many ways. 8. D. Coykendallof this city, 
and Robert Carpenter of New-York, Mr. 
Cornell's sovs-in-law, who by the provisions of 
the will were absolutely cut off, were very hos- 
tile to Mr. Young, and he met with difficulties in 
oarrying on the business of the estate. 

Mr. Corneil left his entire property in trust 
to his daughters at the death of their hus- 
bands, or, in case of the death of a daughter, 
to her children. Soon after Mr. Cornell’s 
death the hostility of 8 D. Coykendall 
compelied Mr. Young to move his ottices 
from the steamboat company’s building 
to s new building, which was erected 
in thie city for the purpose. The objections 
filed against Mr. Young’s first intermediate ac- 
counting; and the long and tedious succession 
of hearings which followed before the Surro- 
gate, were buta part of the tronbles the ex- 
ecutor h 

In these proceedings Mr. Young had to 
contend against the ingenuity of three New- 
York attorneys, who appeared for Mrs. 
Carpenter, and of Judge A. T. Clear- 
water of this city, who appeared for 
8. D. Coykendali’schildren. Fora time after this 
it seemed as though Mr. Young was to be allowed 
to manage the estate in peace, but last Sammer 
hostilities begananow. The agreement which Mr. 
Young made with Mr. Coykendall, whereby the 
Cornell Steamboat Company was to pass into 
Mr. Coykendall’s hands, was baiked by Thomas 
Cornell’s widow, who, through New-York at- 
torneys, obtained an injunction restraining the 
two men from making the trensfer. 

Mrs. Cornell gave as her reason that since her 
husband’s death she had received no income 
from the company, it being appropriated by 
Mr. Coykendall. Her attorneys offered to with- 
draw all objection to the transaction if Mr. 
Coykendall would agree te pay her $50,000. 
This he refused to do. Upon Mr. Coykendall’s 
being ordered to show the books of the com- 
pany, he was obliged to pay the $50,000 and 
additional for counse! fees. 

The wiil of Thomas Cornell provided that in 
case of Edwin Young’s death his brotier, Hor- 
ace G, Young, was to encced him as executor of 
the estate. Kobert L. Pruyn of Albany. Vice- 
President of the Uleter and Delaware Railroad, 
has been appointed acting President until a 
successor can be elected. ft

GOV. FLOWER WILL SAVE Hl 


|.PRAOTIOALLY SETTLED THAT CAR- 
LYLE HARRIS WILL NOT DIE. 





‘The Mother of the Convicted Murderer 
and Harris Himself Said to Have Been 
Told the Good News — The Tender- 
Hearted Governor Opposed to Capital 
Punishment—The Sentence to be Com- 
muted—The Statute Under Which Com- 
missioner Raines Was Appointed. 


ALBANY, April 24.—It may be stated with 
semi-oflicial positiveness that Gov. Flower 
will save Carlyle W. Harris, the convicted 
wife murderer, from execution. It may 
also be stated with equal certainty that 
this information has been conveyed not 
only to Mrs. Harris, but to young Harris 
himself. 

Denials of these statements may be 
looked for just as denials were made a 
month ago to the statements in THE NEw- 
York Times that Mr. Croker had inter- 
ceded in behalf of the murderer, and that 
the Governor would commute his sentence. 
When these reports were published infor- 
mation was in the possession of THE NEW- 
York Trimxs’s correspondent in this city 
that Gov. Kiower was raking the State for 
a Commissioner to review the testimony 
which Recorder Smyth rejected. At the Ex- 
ecutive Chamber daily denials were made 
that Gov. Flower was contemplating such 
a step. Only on last Friday, in the presence 
of THe New-York TiMEs’s correspondent 
and the representative of another New- 
York morning daily, Gov. Flower denied 
that he contemplated appointing a Com- 
missioner. ‘Three hours after this the 
nomination of George Raines was publicly 
made, 

To-day a man who occupies a position of 
close relationship with the Governor said 
to THE New-York TIMES’s correspondent: 
“Rest assured that Harris will escape the 
death chair. The Governor will reprieve 
him pending the report of George Raines, 
and, mark my words, eventually the sen- 
tence will be commuted to imprisonment 


for life. Gov. Flower is a very kind-heart- 
ed man. He does not believe in capital 
punishment. He may believe that Harris 
is guilty, but the intercession of powerful 
olitical friends and the tearful wails of 
his mother have produced the desired ef- 
fect and Harris will escape death.” ; 
Gov. Flower expressed his opinion this 
afternoon concerning the course of Dis- 
trict Attorney Nicol!. : 
**T am surprised,” he said, * that the Dis- 
trict Attorney of New-York seems to be 
ignorant of the statute under which I have 
appointed a referee to take testimony in 
the matter of the application of Carlyle W. 
Harris for Executive clemency. The stat- 
ute is Chapter 213 of the Laws of 18387, 
and has been twice before taken advantage 
of under similar conditions—once in the 
case of Charies Giblin, and again in that of 
Samuel E. Weyman. ‘This law authorizes 
me to appoint a person to conduct a hear- 
ing in the matter pertaining to an applica- 
tion for clemency, and empowers me to 
issue subpeenas to wituesses. It is not ex- 
pected to try the Harris case over again, 
but merely to hear such additional evi- 
dence as may appear to the referee to be 
pertinent to the questions raised on the ap- 
plication for clemency. ; 
‘*Since the application for a new trial 
for Harris was refused by Recorder Smyth, 
I have received many communications 
from persons professing to know something 
of the facts regarding the death of Helen 
Potts which were not brought out durivg 
the trial of the case. In view of these state- 
ments, some of which were disputed, I de- 
termined to appoint a referee for the sake 
of sifting the additional evidence, and find- 
ing out exactly what it amounted to. I 
could not have taken any other course 
consistent with a conscientious con- 
sideration of the application for clem- 
ency. have notified the District 
Attorney to be present, either in person 
or by representative, to cross-examine 
witnesses sworn for the defendant, and to 
introduce such evidence as he may deem 
necessary in neni It is not expected that 
the hearing will occupy more than this 
week, and the referee is to report to me his 
findings of facts from the testimony pre- 
sented. After that report I shall take up 
the case and decide it.” 
Mr. George Raines of Rochester called 
upon Gov. Flower this afternoon and re- 
ceived his commission to hear the new tes- 
timony. To Mr. Raines were handed the 
papers in the case by Gov. Flower, and 
after a short consultation Mr. Raines left 
for New-York City, where he will begin the 
hearing Tuesday if Mr. Howe has his wit- 
nesses ready. 





NOT IGNORANT OF THE LAW. 


Mr. Nicoll Asked by the Governor to Ap- 
pear Before Mr. Raines. 


Howe & Hummel, counsel for Harris, were 
prepared yesterday merning to present the 
newly-discovered evidence in the case befere 
Mr. George Raines of Rochester, who has been 
appointed by Gov. Flower to review the tosti- 
mony on which Recorder Smyth refused to 
grant a new trial. 

Mra. Harris aad several witnesses appeared 
at Mr. Howe's office expecting that the referes 
would open courtin Part [IIL of the City Court, 
where the hearing is to take place. Mr. Raines, 
hewever, did not come from Rochester until 
last night. 

' District Attorney Nicoll stated that he had 
received a dispatch from Mr. Raines announo- 


ing his arrival, but he could not say when the 
hearing would begin. He asid he was so busily 
engaged at present in the Buchanan trial that 
he could not attend to the Harris case to-day. 

Mr. Nicoll was shown a dispatch from Gov. 
Flower in whieh he said that he was surprised 
that the District Attorney seemed to be igno- 
rant of the statute under which he had appoint- 
ed areforee te take testimony on the applica- 
tion of Harris for Executive clemenoy, and 
stating that, under the provisions of Chapter 
213 of the Laws of 18387, he was fully em- 
powered to do so. 

Mr. Nicoll said thatit was a mistake to as- 
sume that he was ignorant of the statute. He 
Was aware that proceedings had been taken 
under this act in the case of Charles Giblip and 
Samuel E. Weyman, but it did not require the 
District Attorney to take oharge of the pro- 
ceedings. 

‘In my telegram to Gov. Flower,” said Mr. 
Nicoll, “I stated that unless he specially re- 
quested me | would not do so, and [ asked him 
to refer me to the law on the subject. The 
Governor replied, stating that he wished me to 
appear befere the referee to cross-examine the 
witnesses and present such testimony as I 
might deem advisable. But the extent to 
which the inquiry would be conducted was left 
undetermined.”’ 

Mr. Nicoll said he had not made up his mind 
whether he would take charge of the investiga- 
tion personally or assign one of his assistants 
to conductit. He wished te get the Buchanan 
case off his hands before making any arrange- 
ment in reference to the matter. 

Mr. Kaines arrived at the Hoffman House last 
evening from MKovhester, and after a con- 
sultation with District Attorney Nicoll and Mr. 
Howe it wus decided to commence taking evi- 
dence in the Narris case at 1l A. M. to-day in 
Part IIL of the City Court. 

Mr. Ralnes informed a NEW-YORK TIMES re- 
porter that he would bear such evidence as Mr. 
Howe had to offer in support of hie application 
for the clemency of the Lxecutive, and xive the 
District Attorney an opportunity of cross-ex- 
amining the witnesses and of offoring testimony 
in rebuttal. 

He said he understeod that Mr. Wellman 
would represent Mr. Nicoll, and that the Dis- 
triot Attorney would conduct the examination 
personally as soonas the Buchanan case was

Mr. Raines expects that the hearing of evi- 
dence will be concluded this week, after which 
he will submit his report to the Governor. His

NINE EVANGELISTS GO TO JAIL, 


Strange Performances in the Name of Re- 
ligion—A Charge of Conspiracy. 


HACKENSACK, N. J., April 24.—Nine re- 
ligious fanatics were taken to the Hacken- 
sack (N. J.) jail this afternoon and placed 
in charge of Sheriff Albert Bogert. 30089 

The leaderis Huntsman T. Mnason, the 
well-known evangelist, who has been in 
jail before,once for enticing two young girls 
to leave their homes and join his religious 
band. 

Four years ago Mnason settled in Park 
Ridge on the New-Jersey and New-York 
Railroad, and at once set about to form a 
band to praise God in his own peculiar 
way. 

He became acquainted with the family 
of Herman Storms, a rich farmer, whose 
property is valued at $10,000. The farmer 
did not like the new arrival, but the new 
religious habits were forcibly impressed 
upon Mrs. Maria Storms, her son Garry, and 
daughter Mary, both past their teens. Jane 
Howell, Mrs. Minnie Stewart. and Eliza 
Berry were also induced to join the band. 

Lately the band was increased by two 
long-haired men, who called themselves 
“Silas” and “John the Baptist.” The 
neighbors noticed that the newcomers 
worked on Sunday, and about twice a 
month held what was called an ‘angel 
dance.” All were scantily robed and waved 


a huge blanket with which to drive away 
the devil. 

Those of the neighbors who had young 
sons and daughters set about to rid the 
village of the evangelist and his followers. 

A short time ago three of them were ar- 
rested for working on Sunday, and two 
served four days in the Hackensack jail 
for the oftense. 

To-day the whole band was arrested, 
charged with conspiring to cheat and de- 
fraud Herman Storms out of his property. 
The agreement had been drawn up by which 
Garry Storms was to have the property 
aud the elder Storms should receive $100 
and board and clothing for the remainder 
of hisdays. All were to meet in Justice 
W. B. Smith’s office at Park Ridge this af- 
ternoon, and witness the signature to the 
agreement, but they were all placed under 
arrest and got a hearing immediately after- 
ward. . 

The aftidavit, in part, states: 

“The conspirators deny, ridionle, and curse 
all regular religion and religious customs, 
recoguize ne Sabbath, and set up a false god of 
their own, declaring the said Mnason to be the 
only true and living God, in consequence 
of which the househoid of Herman Sterms has 
been put under a petty and grinding despotism, 
under tho dogmatic jrule of Huntsman T. 
Monason, aided and abetted by his said co-con- 
spiraters, wherein unseemly revelry often oc- 
ours and disorder reigns, and the laws of 
society, religion, and State are defied and re- 
vViled, to the soandal of the rneighborheod and 
great injury to public morals.” 

Several testified against the evangelists 
at the hearing before Justices Smith and 
Wortendyke. 

Herman Storms testified that Mnason re- 
fused to have meatin the house and also 
refused to allow him the use of his own 
wagons and horses. The witness gave a 
vivid sketch of an angel dance. ; 

He said that Mnason ordered the women 
to get up on the breakfast table and dance 
around the eatables before food was par- 
taken. Though the property was to be 
transferred to Garry, Mr. Storms’s son, it 
was generally believed that Mnason would 
— have secured control and ownership 
of it. 

All were placed under bonds of $1,000, 
and as they refused to give bonds they will 
re held to await the action of the Grand

A CORPORATION IN CONTEMPT, 


Judge Valliant Mulcts It in Heavy Dam- 





ages as a Punishment. 


BT. Louris, April 24.—The American Casualty 
Insuranee and Security Company of Baltimore 
will have to pay M. Glover a round sum as dam- 
ages. Mr. Glover sued the company for $15v.- 
000 damages for publishing a statement that 
he had embezzled a large sum belonging te the 
estate of Glover & Bheepley, of which he was 
administrator. 

It was necessary for the court to inspect cer 
tain papers, together with the commission 
issued by the company to the company’s agent 
in St. Louis, and Judge Valliant made an order 
that the documents be produced. The company 
filed a statement that the desired papers had 
— destroyed, and made no further explana- 
tion. 

Judge Valliant was furious over sueh a con- 
temptuous answer, and he declared that the 
presumption was fairly raised by such an an- 
ewer that the company had willfully de- 
stroyed the papers to prevent their in- 
spection. The company being a non-resident 
corporation, and the court being unable 
to get hold of the officers to punish them for 
contempt, the Judge entered an order that as a 
proper punishment a judgment by default 
should go against the company ferthwith, and 
that Mr. Glover be permitted to prove up the 
amount of his damages.

WHERE HAS THE MONEY GONE 


LAOK OF FUNDS IN THE THE- 
ATRE OF ARTS AND LETTERS, 





All the Receipts Said to Have Been Eaten 
and the Fund of 
$30,000 Has Gone, Too—Mr. Eugene 
Ormonde Declared Not to be the Only 
Actor Who Has Not Received All the 
Salary Due to Him-—Some Very Bad 


Up by Expenses, 


Business Management. 


The Theatre of Artsand Letters, organ- 
ized last Fall, has given thus far 
five private subscription performances 
in theatres of this city, one at 
Proctor’s Theatre, two at the Fifth 
Avenue Theatre, one at Herrmann’s, and 
one at Palmer’s. The price of the subscrip- 
tion to the five performances was $25. 
Probably not fewer than 500 tick- 
ets were issued to subscribers, for 
there were no free tickets at all, and 
no invitations were extended tothe theatre 
managers, who were to be so greatly bene- 
fitted by this philanthropical movement in 
the causes of dramatic art, or to the 
newspapers. The performances were all 
well attended, and no one gotin for less 
than $5, except the ‘‘dramatic students,” 
who were willing to sit in the top gallery 
for $1 apiece, 

Indeed, people who have meaus of know- 
ing, have estimated the season’s receipts of 
the Theatre of Arts and “Letters at 
$15,000. while the cost of the five private 
performances in New-York could not have 
exceeded $10,000. Probably the expenses 
were much less than that. 

In addition to these subscription per- 
formances in New-York and one in Boston, 
the Theatre of Arts and Letters has given 
— performances in Boston, Brooklyn, 

ridgeport, New-Haven, and New-York. 

It occupied a Boston theatre a fortnight, 
presented “Squirrel Inn” all last week at 
the Columbia Theatre in Brooklyn, and 
last night began the second week of its 
tenantcy of Palmer’s Theatre. 

These public performances have been 
very unprofitable, of course, for in spite of 
the generous distribution of free tickets 
the audiences have been very small. 

_But the organization started with a con- 
tingent fund of $30,000, quite apart from 
money received for subscriptions, and it 
should thus have been amply able to meet 
all claims upon it. 

Yet it was the talk up town last night 
that the financial resources of the The- 
atre of Arts and Letters were ex- 
hausted, and that money was lacking 
to pay actors’ salaries. It was said 
that the $30,000 deposited in the name of 
the organization by Henry Burden Me- 
Dowell, the President and founder, had 
been paid out, as well as the profits from 
the sale of subscription tickets. 

Eugene Ormonde, an actor, who, having 
left the service of the organization, has 
been unable, as he asserts, to get the money 
due to him, seems to be not the only 
actor with that grievance. In Mr. Or- 
monde’s case Mr. McDowell has asserted 
that he lett suddenly, after agreeing to 
serve the Theatre of Artsand Letters until 
May 1, and that no money is due to 
him. Mr. Ormonde, on his part, de- 
clares that $100 is due to him, 
and that the resources of Mr. McDowell 
were exhausted before the company left 
Boston, money having been borrowed to 
bring them back to New-York. 

But other actors, who have had no quar- 
rel with Mr. McDowell, are now asking for 
their money. A friend of John E. Kel- 
lerd said last night that Mr. Kellerd, 
who has been associated with arts 
and letters since they joined hands in the 
cause of the drama, had not yet been paid 
for his arduous and admirable work in 
Brooklyn last week, and that Mr. McDowell 
told him all the money was gone, but that 
he would sell some bonds of hisown and 
meet the deficiency. 

No doubt this is true. Probably all the 
actors will eventually be paid. But the 
question among ordinary theatre managers 
is, where has all this money—probably 
$45,000—gone to? A loss of that extent 
in a forty weeks’ tour of a company with 
heavy expenses is not usual. 

Whatever its artistic advantages may be, 
the business sense of the Theatre of Arts 
and Letters is certainly not large.

HIS DEATH UNEXPLAINED. 


A Murderous Assault on Jacob Goldstein 
Shrouded in Mystery. 


A murderous assault was made yesterday 
afternoon upon Jacob Goldstein, a Russian 
Hebrew peddler twenty years old, while he 
was in the apartments of a woman whocalls 
herself Lena Jacobs on the first floor of 
the tenement house 156 Mott Street, from 
the effects of which Goldstein died at St 
Vincent’s Hospital at 9 o’clock last night. 

His assailant is at large. The affair is 
very mysterious, and Capt. Creeden of the 
Mulberry Street Station and his detectives, 


who have been at work endeavoring to 
solve the mystery, have met with little 
success. 

The assault occurred at about 4:30 
o’clock. Mrs. Jacobs was out at the time. 
Victoria Berk, who has been in the employ 
of Mrs. Jacobs ostensibly as a servant for a 
week, had charge of the rooms. Goldstein 
was there as a visitor, and the story told 
by Victoria is the only information the 
police have obtained. 

The girl told Capt. Creeden that Gold- 
stein was in the sitting room reading when 
there was a knock. She went to answer it, 
and was confronted by a strange man. 
who asked for the housekeeper. The girl 
asserts that she volunteered to call the 
housekeeper, and went into the rear house 
for that purpose. 

When she left, Goldstein and the stranger 
were in the room, and when she returned, 
after ten minutes, the stranger was gone, 
and Goldstein was half sitting, half lying, 
in one corner of the room, unconscious. 
Blood was flowing from an ugly gash on 
the right side of the head over the ear. She 
laid him on a lounge and tried to sto 
the flow of blood, but could not, an 
called a policeman. Goldstein wasremoved 
to St. Vincent’s Hospital His skull was 
fractured, and death ensued without his 
having regained consciousness. 

The fragments of a lager-beer glass were 
found on the floor near where Goldstein 
was lying, but the weund looks more like 
a stab wound. Goldstein’s hat was found 
in the room. Thereisaclean cut through 
the brim and right side, evidently made 
with a knife. 

Victoria Berk says the strange man was 
about thirty-tive years of age, of medium 
build, and was dressed like a laborer. The 
police think that she knows more than she 
1s Willing to tell. She and her emplayer, 
Mrs. Jacobs, are under arrest. The latter 
was arrested two weeks ago for keeping a 
disorderly resort. 


NEGROES MUST GIVE WAY. 


Gov. Companies of State 
Troops on the Way to James Gity. 





Carr Has Ten 


RaLEIcH, N. C., April 24.—Goyv. Carr 
came home from Washington yesterday 
and immediately ordered the State Guard 
to New-Berne to evict the negroes at 
James City. The company of this city 
left at midday, and there was quite a 
scene at the station on their departure. The 
mothers and sisters of the boys shed tears, 
and most of the boys didthesame. Ten 
companies are now in Goldsborough, and 
will proceed to New-Berne to-morrow unless 
the negroes surrender and take out leases 
or leave. 

Five hundred of the negro men in James 
Citv are armed with Winchester rifles, and 
have declared that they will die before 
they will give up their homes. There is 
news here that the negroes say they 
will give up to the properiy constituted au- 
thority, which is construed to mean the 
United States. 

Sympathy for the negroes is expressed 
generally, for the hardship which must at- 
tend the enforcement of the decision of the 
Supreme Court. That Sheriff Lane has not 
been able to raise a posse in Craven County 
is due to the fact that the white people 
sympathize with the negroes and are de- 
cidedly averse to aiding in depriving them 
of their homes, and James A. Bryan is not 
a very popular man with the people. 

Gov. Carr is criticised for not requiring 
more evidence thatthe power of Craven 
County had been exhausted before 
he resorted to the use of the 
military arm of the State Government. 
There has been much excitement here 
for the past two days, especial- 
ly among the negroes. They have 
gathered in knots and discussed the situa- 
tion, and sought information and advice, 
and have deplored what they expect will 
be a_ bloody massacre of their race if they 
should finally refuse to give up and appeal 
to arms. 

The negro women of James City are re- 
ported to be more inflamed and determined 
not to give up their homes than the men. 
The steamer Lilly is in the Trent River 
with two cannon mounted, and the com- 
pany of State Guards is on her awaiting 
orders. ‘The final act will probably be 
reached to-morrow.

He has kept it 
up for a week, charging honest men 
with all kinds of crime. Osborn was a 
preacher before he engaged in the reform 
business. He is certain that he is a second 
Lincoln and that the common people will 
call him to the Presidency in 1896.

Independent School of Political Science. 
Des Mornes, lowa, April 24—Gen. J. B.

ARRIYAL OF THE CARAVELS 


THE QUEER SPANISH SHIPS HAD 
RATHER A ROUGH TRIP. 


Fresh Provisions and Ice the Spanish 
Consuls’ Gift to Their Crews—The Ships 
to Sail up the Bay To-day if the Wind 
Is Favorable—Tugs to Keep Them Com- 
pany—The Reina Regente, Infanta Isa- 
bel, and Nueva Espagna to Remain Be- 
low and Join the Review Fleet. 


The three Spanish caravels—Santa Maria, 
Nifia, and Pinta—reached this port last 
night. The first of the three strange craft 
to pass in past Sandy Hook Point was the 
Santa Maria. She wasin tow of the swift 
Spanish cruiser Reina Regente. f 

Close behind her came the Nifia and then 
the Pinta. The two latter craft were in 
tow of the Spanish torpedo gunboat crui- 
ser Nueva Espagna, and the gun vessel In- 
fanta Isabel. i 

All three vessels passed inside Sandy 
Hook at about 10 o’clock last evening. 

The three Spanish cruisers took on board 
New-York Harbor pilots off the Barnegat 
coast. 

The caravels left Hampton Roads Sun- 
day morning at 6 o’clock. On reaching the 
vicinity of the Virginia capes the appear- 
ance outside was everything that portend- 
ed a blow. Under these conditions the 
Spanish flag ofticer deemed it advisable to 
anchor until a clearing in the weather 
assured a safe passage up the coast. This 
assurance came late Sunday afternoon. 

On first clearing the Virginia capes the 
weather was somewhat boisterous, so much 
80, in fact, that the Spanish crews reck- 
oned it fully as severe as some of the 
weather they had encountered when 
recently rounding Cape Hatteras. 

Yesterday morning, though, turned out 
fine and clear, and under signal from the 
Reina Regente to quicken the speed to 11 


knots per hour, the three vessels and their 
charges worked their way up the New- 
Jersey: coast. 

Yesterday afternoon the beginning of a 
fresh southeast blow gave the caravels a 
lively shaking up. The odd craft, which 
at best are miserablesea vessels, tossed and 
tugged at the powerful hawser 
and every now and. then thum 4 
aud belabored the seas with their dull 
heavy bottoms. Their crews had n 
somewhat accustomed to all this motion 
long before their advent on the American 
coast, but yesterday afternoon’s experience 
was as lively a one as they have gone 
through while playing the part of fif- 
teenth-century sailors. 

Early yesterday afternoon the Spanish 
Consul of this port. in anticipation of the 
arrival of the caravels and their consorts, 
sent a vessel into the lower bay loaded 
down with fresh provisions and ice. These 
stores were consigned to the commanding 
otticer of the Spanish fleet. 

Throughout the better part of the day 
three navy yard tugs Temained ready to 

roceed at a moment’s notice to the lower 

ay. The orders to the tugs directed 
that they should take charge of 
the caravels and tow them _ into 
the North River to the anchorage 
positions off the foot of West Ninety-fifth 
Street. Owing, though, to the lateness of 
the arrival of the Spanish vessels the tugs 
will not be able to carry out their instruc- 
tions until to-day. 

The three caravels, it has now been de- 
cided, will sail up the bay, if it be possible 
to sail them with the wind which prevails 
to-day. Atany rate, the three tugs will kee 
them close company, and, should they n 
assistance, they will tind it ready at hand. 

The three Spanish war ships, Reina Re- 
genta, Infanta Isabel, and Nueva Espag- 
na, will remain y in their present 
anchorage in the lower bay until the Co- 
lumbian review fleet putsin an appearance, 
As soon as the fleet reaches its proper 
anchorage ground in the lower bay the 
Reina Regente will signal to her compan- 
ions to fall in behind her, and together the 
three ships will move to the positions in 
the foreign column assigned to them. 

The Reina Regente, the flagship of the 
Spanish fleet, is one of the most remarka- 
bly fast war ships of the present day. Her 
speed is placed at 21 knots per hour, and 
itis claimed for this ship that she can de 
as high as 22 knots per hour. } 

The caravels will not be open to visitors 
until the 29th inst. 





THE FLEET TO BE HERE TO-DAY. 


To Form in Line for the Review—The 
Great Land Parade. 


The great Columbian naval review fleet 
should reach New-York Harbor by noon te- 
day. 

The fleet will make its appearance in 
two long columns. In one will be the 
fourteen war ships of the United States, 
All are ships constituting a part of the 
new navy. All are painted white. 

In the other column will be the foreign 
war ships. The American column will be 
headed by the United States flagship Phila- 
delphia. Aboard the Philadelphia will be 
Rear Admiral Bancroft Gherardi. 

The foreign column will be headed by 
the British flagship Blake. The Blake will 
fly the flag of Vice Admiral Hopkins of the 
British Navy. 

In the combined fleet will be two Vice 
Admirals and eight Rear Admirals. 

Early this morning the revenue cutter 
patrol fleet and the patrol boats, made up 
of navy-yard tugs and chartered vessels, 
will steam down to Sandy Hook and await 
the approach of the review fleet. As soon 
as the fleet is sighted, the patrol. division 
will steam out to the bar and encircle the 
fleet. Thus surrounded, the great fleet will 
steam over the bar and past Sandy Hook. 
@Just off the New-York bar, New-York 
pilots will board the foreign war ships. 
The foreign squadron will tail on behind ’ 
the column, consisting of the American 
ships, and then in one great single column 
the big fleet, made up as it isof nearly 
forty powerful vessels of war, will steam 
up the lower bay to just below the Narrows. 
Ata point several hundred yards below 
the Narrows and extending close in to 
Gravesend Bay will be anchored early 
this morning a stake vessei, to mark the 
head of the anchorage ground to be taken 
by the Philadelphia. 

On coming close to the stake vessel, the 
Philadelphia will signal to the entire fleet 
to stop headway and prepare to anchor. 
The big flagship Blake, followed by all 
the war ships of the foreign column, will 
oblique to the right and forge ahead until 
the Blake has ranged herself abeam of the 
Philadelphia. In the latter position the 
Blake will signal to this foreign war ships 
her arrival at the point of anchoring, and 
then, at one common signal from the 
United States flagship Philadelphia, the 
entire lot of war ships will let go their 
anchors. : ; 

‘The arrival of the big fleet in port to-day 
can be witnessed from Fort Hamilton, 
Fort Wadsworth, and at all points on the 
Staten Island shore in the vicinity ot 
Tompkinsyille. ‘the various points along 
the Brooklyn shore in the neighborhood of 
Fort Hamilton will also atford excellent 
spots from which to observe the fleet. 

It is safe to say that the high ground to 
the back of Fort Wadsworth will afford 
the most favorable spot from which to 





overlook the lower bay. Fort Wads 





ean be reached from New-York by ferry- 
boats to St. George, and thence from St. 
George to Fort Wadsworth by the Staten 
Island Railroad. New-Yorkers who may 
wish to see the arrival of the fleet in port 
should reach Fort Wadsworth by noon at 
the latest. 

The entire fleet should be anchored below 
the Narrows by 3 o’clock to-day. 

Staten Island ferry boats leave New-York 
from South Ferry. The South Ferry land- 
ing can be reached by the Ninth, Sixth, 
Third, and Second Avenue elevated rail- 
roads and by the Belt Line and Broadway 
surface cars. 

New-Yorkers who may elect to go to the 
neighborhood of Fort Hamilton should 
take the South Brooklyn ferryboats from 
the South Ferry landing place. On reach- 
ing South Brooklyn, take the dummy line 
of cars to Fort Hamilton. 

Those who go to Fort Wadsworth and 
Fort Hamilton will arrive at their destina- 
tion in ample time, provided they leave the 
city by 11 o’clock at the latest. 

The majority of the men-of-war have two 
funnels. One ship, the German flagship 
Kaiserin Augusta, has three. These forty 
men-of-war will have in all over 2,000 fire- 
men shoveling coal into their furnaces. 
Aboard several of the vessels over 200 men 
are employed in tho fire-roomsof individual 
ships.

The swift Argentine cruiser Nuevo de 
Julio lay all of yesterday anchored off 
Tompkinsville. The Nuevo de Julio is at 
present resplendent in a magnificent coat 
of white. 

To-day will be a busy one for Commodore 
Enrique Howard of the Nuevo de Julio. 
Atabout 10 o’clock this morning the Ar- 

entine cruiser will drop down below the 

arrows and take station off Sandy Hook. 
On the arrival of the Columbian fieet the 
Nuevo de Julio will drop into the foreign 
column and come up the bay with the fleet, 
and later anchor in the position assigned 
by Admiral Gherardi. 

On the appearance of the Columbian 
fleet, Commodore Howard will run the Brit- 
ish flag to the foremast of the Nuevo de 
Julio and salute Vice Admiral Hopkins 
with seventeen guns. Then the Nuevo de 
Julio will salute with seventeen guns the 

ussian Vice Admirgl. Next in order 
will come tifteen guns tor the French Rear 
Admiral. There are eight Rear Admirals 
in the Columbian ffeet beside the two Vice 
Admirals. Each Rear Admiral will receive 
thirteen guns. On the conclusion of the 
salutes on the part of the Nuevo de Julio 
each flagship in the Columbian fleet will 
fire thirteen gunsin honor of Commodore 
Howard. 

The saluting between the Nuevo de Julio 
and the Columbian fleet will be the initial 
work of the great review ceremonies. 

To-night the entire fleet will lie at anchor 
below the Narrows. The anchorage ground 
will be a trifle to the eastward of the main 
channelway followed by the big ships 
when going to sea from this port. 

At 10 o'clock to-morrow the eutire fleet 
will weigh anchor, and in the double-col- 
umn formation assumed to-night will 
steam up through the Narrows, across the 
upper bay, and enter the North River. 

Lhe caravels will to-day be sailed up the 
bay to their anchorage positions in -the 
North River. These three positions are 
abreast of one another, off the foot of West 
Ninety-tifth Street. 

The United States school ship Enterprise, 
stationed at Boston, reached the North 
River yesterday forenoon and proceeded 
to an anchorage oif West  Ninety-tifth 
Street. The Enterprise marks the upper 
end of the river-fieet line. 

A part of the programme for to-da 

which the general i icof New-York wiil 
not see will be the hoisting at noon of the 
Paul Jones flag on the new pole at the 
Highlands of Navesink. There will be 
speeches aud music, and the Miantonomoh 
will fire a national salute of twenty- 
one guns. The old flag will be lowered 
after the salute and a regulation flag 
will be raised. It will be raised at 
sunrise and lowered at sunset every day of 
the year.

WARDEN BROWN VERY WEARY 


NO TIDINGS OR TRAOGE OF THE 
MURDERERS PALLISTERAND ROEHL, 


Rumor Mills Industriously Grind Out Clues 
One 
Been 
that 


that Lead Only to Disappointment 


of the Fugitives May Have 


Drowned—Some Persons Contend 


Both of Them Are Sailing to Germany— 
Contradictory Stories Told by Convicts 


Osmond and Carlyle Harris. 


SING BING, N. Y., April 24.—As the sun rose 
above the hill which the prison here faces, and 
lit up the roadway at ita foot this morning, the 
solitary night guard standing atthe end of the 
“ freejwall” looked first to the north, then across 
the Hudson to Haverstraw, and turned his face 
at last toward New-York, inthe mechanical way 
that everybody in the village has acquired since 
the disappearance of Frank W. Koehl and 
Thomas C. Pallister from the death house last 
Friday. 

But he looked in vain, as everybody elsejhas 
done so far,and when the prison bell rang to 
wake the oonvicts who prepare breakfast for 
their companions, another day and night had 
passed without any tidings of the fugitive mur- 
derers. Never before have the officials of Sing 
Bing Prison been so puzzled. 

The earliest risers in the town were the half- 
dozen guards and keepers who for another day 
were to search the surrounding woods and 
neighboring towns for the escaped convicts. 
Every available officer has been working on the 
case with might and main for three days, and 
not an inkling have they yet gained of the 
whereabouts of the two desperate jailbreakers. 

It is hoped that the finding of Ralph Stray’s 
boat at Haverstraw may prove a valuable 
clue, and at{least two men are following it up 
to-day. 

Everybody in the prison and out of it has an 
individual theory regarding the course taken by 
the runaways. That the men separated there is 
little doubt, and the idea that they invited the 
three other menin the death house to go with 
them is regarded as absurd. It is difficult 
enough fortwo mente escape capture, aud if 
five of them left the prison together, their re- 
turnin short order would be aimost inevitable. 

That the prison officials think that at least one 
of the men went northward from here is shown 
by the thorough beating of the country in that 
direction. Pallister is set down in what ap- 
pears to be the most reasonable theory as hav- 
ing gone that way. 

The fact that Herbert Mealing, the Bay State 
Shoe and Leather Company’s night watchman, 
Baw a stranger sneaking about the prison on 
Thursday night who refused to answer when 
asked where he was going is taken as evidence 
that Roehl and Pallister had friends ‘‘on the 
outside.”’” The stranger, who may have been 
Roehl’s brother, for he disappeared from his 
Hoboken boarding place on Tuesday and has 
not been seen there since, is thought to have 
crossed the river to Haverstraw with Roehl in 
Btray’s boat. 

Once on the other side of the Hudson, so the 
theory is spun, the men took a West Shore train 
before the alarm was given and sailed from 
Hoboken on Saturday’s steamer for Germany. 
It would probably have been easy for the men 
to get aboard before the news of the escape had 
spread and the detectives were out, and to have 
kept themselves free from suspicion. 

his beautiful itinerary which the wiseacres 

have laid out for the two convicts is further 
adorned by the statement that money had been 
amply supplied to them by Koehl’s brother when 
he visited the prison last week. 5 

Of course there are hundreds of people who 
bolieve that one or both of the marderers went 
straight to New-York City and are there new. 
In the present uniprormed state of everybody 
most interested, one way of accounting for the 
convicts’ success in eluding pursult is almost as 
credible as another. If the men are in New- 
York City Superintendent Byrnes will take care 
of them. 

State Detective Jackson and Deputy Clerk E. 
M. Dillon were up betimes this morning and 
teok Johp Osmond to New-York to be resen- 
tenced for wife killing. The party returned 
about 4 o’clock, Osmond looking shaky. De- 
tective Jackson left the prison in less than half 
an hour, but would not say whither he was 
going. 

Commenting on Osmond’s story given to-day 
at Police Headquarters in New-York City, Mr. 
Connaughton says that there was asmall ladder 
in the room, used for washing or attending to 
the windows, and that Pallister and Roehl pos- 
sibly made use of it, if they found it helpful in 
reaching the trapdoor. Neither Murphy nor 
Hulse seems to have seen them got it. 

It was reported here late this evening that 
the body of aman was found floating in the 
Hudeon River a short distance above Dobbs 
Ferry. No description of him has been obtained, 
so that it is a question whether he may not be 
one of the escaped priseners. One may have 
fallen overboara and been lest. In getting out- 
side the prison walls they would have had to 
drop into the river at the end of the high brick 
barrier and swim around it for about fifteen 
feet, when they could gain the dook beyond the 
wall, One of the men may have gone under— 
had a oramp and drowned, for all any one 
knows. If this theory be true, the survivor 
may have taken the bokt to Haverstraw. 

Diligent inquiry among the river men gets 
only one answer to the question of the possibil- 
ity ofa boat living in that Thursday night's 

ale. itis that no boatocould have carried a 

oed to Haverstraw. while an empty boat might 
have been blown thither, as the wind was in 
that direction and it would have bounced along 
on the top of the waves. The Nyack boatmen 
emphatically indorse this version of the tinding 
of the boat at Haverstraw. It is a fact that the 
boat did get there. How! is the querry that 
nobody can answer. 

Keeper Joseph B. Eaton, who has been fol- 
lowing a supposed clue since Sunday noon, re- 
turned to the prison this afternoon. He is one 
of the smartest keepera in the institution, but 
he came back empty handed and without an 
encouraging word to report. 

Keeper Sylvester McNeal, who alse went 
away Sunday afternoon, was given a sort of 
roving commission to go where his best judg- 
mnent directed him and he has not yet returned. 
It is believed by the prison people that he is 
somewhere about Hayerstraw making inquiries 
and looking over neighboring places, partiou- 
larly farms and barns which have been unused 

in Rockland County. He is a life-long Sing 
Sing man and knows all the country within 
seventy-five miles. 

A rumor came into the prison to-night that 
two men, ee to be the fugitives, had been 
captured at Bartow, on Long Island sound. It 
has not been veritied. Bartow is near City Isl- 
and.

MURDERER RESENTENCED. 


He Declares that Carlyle Harris Got No Invi- 


tation to Break Jail 


J. L. Oamond, the wife murderer, was brought 
down from Sing Sing and resentenced to death 
yesterday by Judge Ingraham in the Court of 
Oyer and Terminer. A crowd had gathered at 
the Court House to see;the man who witnessed 
the famous escape of last Friday, but most of 
the applicants for admissonto the courtroom 
were excluded by the officers. 

Osmond was convicted for killing his wife and 
his cousin, John ©. Burchell, on Oot. 3, 1891. 
He was sentenced to death, but on appeal his 
execution was stayed, and the higher courts 
having sustuined the conviction if became 
necessary to resentence him. 

When arraigned at the bar Osmond was per- 
fectly calm apd self-possessed. He wanted to 


address the court, but his counsel, Stephen C. 
Baldwin, interfered and spoke in his stead. 
The lawyer laid great stress on the fact that 
Os mond bad remained in his cell when the way 
to liberty lay open before him. 

“ Such behavior is most uncommon,” said the 
lawyer. ‘‘and should influence your Honor to 
be lenient.” 

“TI admit,” “that 
Osmond’s action into 
consideration, but can do nothing in 
the matter. The Court of Appesls has 
confirmed the sentence of the lower courts, and 
I can only carry ont the law as itis laid down. 
I cannot do otherwise than to impose the death 
sentence.” 

The Judge then ordered that the execution 
take place some time during the week beginning 
June 12. 

Matthew Johnson, the negro convicted last 
week of the murder of Em!) Kuokelhorn on Dec. 
11, was also sentenced by Judge Ingraham to 
die during the week beginning June 12. He 
was taken to Sing Sing. 

Clarence Green, the colored bartender con- 
vieted of manslaughter in the second degree for 
killing bis uncle, Famue! Woolsey, was brought 
up for sentence with the others. He got tour 
years and seven months’ imprisonment. 

To his counsel Osmond told what he professed 
to know of the escape of Pallister and Roehl. 
His story differa somewhat from the accounts 
given by Keepers Hulse and Murphy. 

To a NEW-YORK TiMcis reporter Mr. Baldwin 
said: ‘“ I aeked Osmond this morning to tell me 
what he had seen and known of. the esoape of 
Palliater and Roehl, He willingly eomplied. [ 
asked him whether Koebl threw red ponper in 
Hulse’s eyes, and he replied that, while he be- 
lieved that Roehl did throw some powder into 
Hulse’s face, he did not think it was pepper, 
but some preparation of tobacco, either snuif or 
powdered cigar butte. 

“Osmond then continued that after Roehl 
had seized Hulse by the throat he rushed him 
against the door of Pallister’s eell. Pallister 
seized the keeper's arm from within and with 
his other hand took Hulse’s revolver. Then Roehl 
pushed Buise into the cell, looked him in, and 
opened Pallister’s cell The two men then went 
to the cells of Osmond and Geoghegan, offered 
to let them out, and invited them to come 
along, but they declined. 

“After narrating how Guard Murphy was 
afterward overpowered, Osmond went on to 
say that Koeh! and Pallister teok things coolly, 
the latter making some tea for himself and his 
companion to keep them warm. 

“| asked Osmond why he did not go, and this 
is the reply that he made: ‘I knew that they 
wore desperate inen and if anybody interfered 
with them they would surely ki]l him. I thought 
to myself, I must go to the ohair for the crimes 
with which I have been charged, and I did not 
wantto go before my Maker with any more 
blood on my hands.’ ; 

“When they found that Osmond positively 
refused to go they told him that he would have 
to give up bis coat and vest, as they would need 
the things. He had no objection whatever in 
handing them the clothing. 

** Osmond further told me that there was no 
truth in the story that Pallister and Koehl had 
invited Carlyle Harris to go along. On the con- 
trary, they threatened todo him up, and they 
compelled him to surrender a package of cigar- 
ettes that he bad. 

“ After werking unsuccessfully in the bath- 
reom forthree hours Pallister thought of the 
ladder leading to the roef. It apparently was 
a last thought, and a very valuable one, fer 
they were out of the prison soon after.”

FRANK DUFFY SHAVEN AND SHORN. 


The Broken-Down Convict Begged in Vain 
to Retain His Long Hair. 


Stnc Srnec, April 24.—The event of the after- 
noon at the prison here was the arrival of 
Frank Duffy, sentenced to nine years and one 
month for killing young Frank Cunningham at 
the old road house known as ‘‘ The House that 
Duffy Built,” at Fort Hamilton, L. L, several 


months ago. 

Duffy attracted a good deal of attention when 
he got off the train, but he did not have the 
carelessly-picturesque air familiar to every- 
body who has known him in the last few years. 
His clothes had a slovenly look, and in place of 
the big, flaring tie a little white band hung 
abeut his neck. Hia big felthat looked dingy, 
and the brim and crown were broken. 

His beard and hair were as long and curly as 
they have been evory day for twenty-five years 
and their whiteness gave him a venerable look 
that was contradicted by his brown, 
spectacled eyes, that even  sixty-three 
years have not taken the sparkle from. 
The handcuffs that bound Duffy to his 
guard were conecaicd by a handkerchief 
while he was on the cars, and as soon as the 
walk down the track from the station to the 
prison was begun they were taken off altogeth- 
er, at the request of the prisoner that he might 
walk into the prison as a free man. 

*“ Thank God,” exclaimed the prisoner, ‘“‘that 
on my last ride I have seen the beautiful 
Palisades and the Hudson, and my last walk 
has been through green fields. A man may 
smile or he may laugh nowadays,” he added, 
‘“‘and he'll only be arrested for some petty 
crime, but let him make a joke, they send him 
up for murder. I never took but one lifeand 
that was ono, I shail always believe, to save my 
own.” 

When Duffy reached the prison he was taken 
down staira to the barber without much deiay. 
He begged that his hair apd beard might be loft 
him, but the prisen rules must bo obeyed. 

Principal Keeper Connaughton said that 
Duffy would be set to work at the clothing in- 
dustry. “ But I don’t believe ho'll earn the 
Btate much money,” Connaughton added. “ He's 
a badly wrecked old man.”

‘LOUISVILLE GAMBLERS ROUTED, 


—————— 


Public Sentiment Has Closed the Tiger's: 


Cage All Over the City. 


LOUISVILLE, Ky., April 24.—Whenm Majer Ed- 
ward Hughes, Chief of the Louisville Fire De- 
partment, went against a game of faro (of which 
he was said to be part owner) and dropped 


$15,000, about two weeks ago, he had no idea 
that his big loss would start a revolution of re- 
form that would close as tight as wax every 
gambling house inthe city and develop a case 
of official rottenness. But it did neverthe- 
less. The “Maje” thought his streak of 
bad lock a fair news item, and when the news- 
paper reporters asked him ‘‘ what's what,’”’ he 
told them about it. The item was written up, 
and people who knew the ‘‘Maje” only as 
a fire fighter, and not as a sporting man to 
whom a few thousands dollars, more or less, 
meant almost nothing, extended their sym- 
pathy. One minister preached about the “ Fire 

hief and the Road to Hell,” or something 
similar. Another devoted his sermon to 
“Gambling in Days of Old.” 

These things set the people to thinking. Ken- 
tucky has a mest stringent gambling law. It 
declares that any man who aids or abets a game 
of chance is a felon, and it provides that he 
shall be fined not less than $500, shall be sent 
to oe for not less than two years, and shall 
be forever after deemed infamous and disquali- 
fied from exercising the right of suffrage or 
of holding office. That there should really be 

ambling in Louisville, in the face of such a 
aw, seemed preposterous to the good citizen 
who spends his evenings with his family 
in his suburban home. But the rounder 
and the sporting boy knew better. He 
could show yeu gorgeously-furnished temples 
of luck, where every game on the book, from 
patrician baccarat to plebeian oontz or craps 
might be played. He knew of a dozen of these 
places, run with wide-open doors, within two 
or three blocks of Police and Detective Head- 
quarters. 

He knew also that the gamblera were safe 
from molestation by the police or detectives, 
because he had heard it rumored that Major 
Hughes, the Chief of the Fire Department, and 
Emile Bourlier, the Chief's olerk, were 
more or less directly interested in several 
of the houses, and he had also heard 
it whispered that the pee made up a little 
** jackpot ” of some $2,000 a month, which was 

resented to “somebodies” who guaranteed 
mmunity from molestation. 

Major Hughes's jbad luck started people to 
thinking. One man, Mr. W. Townes Jones, who 
lost $500, thought a little deeper than others. 
He considered the time ripe for a revolution, 

rovided he could not get his money back. 
mn gambling pariance, he “sqealed.” The 
gamblers laughed. Then Mr. Jones determined 
to bring abouta reform. He made up his mind 
to swear out warrants against the proprietors 
of the gambling houses, and have them sent to 
the penitentiary, as the law provides. 

Mr. Jones moet his first rebuff in his work of 
reform when he went for his warrants. Col. J. 
Sel Miller, Clerk of the City Court, whose duty 
it is to issue warrants, assured Mr. Jones 
that he was certainly mistaken; that 
there was no gambling in Louisville, 
and as he was a peace officer he knew whereof 
he spoke. Mr. Miller was backed in his opinion 
by Presecuting Attorney W. T. Thurman, who 
tried to dissuade Jones from taking out 
the warrants. The gentlemen argued in 
Bowery style, and Jones came off with 
a bloody nose. He finally got his warrants, 
but the gambling houses did notolose. The 
proprieters fiashed their diamonds, and con- 
tinued to deal the cards. They were in- 
vited to appear in eourt and give bond, 
which they did,+them they continued their 
Games. The warrants were taken out against

When the fact beoame known that Jones had 
to fight befere he could get the officers whose 
duty it was to issue warrants to do so, the pub- 
lic, always slow to act, became clamorous 
Gambling, it developed, had been carried on 
openly or nearly three years in spite 
of the law, and when a eiltizen demanded 
warrants to suppress the evil, he was kneoked 
down and beater.

Finally, Mayor Henry 8. Tyler issued an order 
that all gambling houses must be closed, 
and they were sealed at once. The Mayor 
might have done this months ago, but, of 
course, he had no ‘official’ knowledge that 
there was gaming in the oity. The Chief of 
Police could have done the same thing, and the 
Chief of Detectives might have disguised him- 
self and learned all aboutit. But they did not. 

Bince the stoppage ef gambling many pecal- 
jar things have come tv light It has been 
charged that Obief Clerk Miller of the 
City Court has ‘stood in” with the 
sports and has guaranteed them immani- 
ty from the law on payment of a 
monthly consideration. Chief of Detectives 
William Owens, it has also been hinted, closed 
his eye when he passed an electric-lighted 
Brussels-ecarpeted etairway. Major eof Police 
William Gunther, itis asserted, has acoumulat- 
ed much property since the gambling houses 
opened, three years ago. Detective William De 
Ferrester has gone a step further, according to 
report, and hae been conducting a quiet “ crap” 
gameéin a nicely-furnished roem on Jefferson 
Street. 

The Grand Jury to-day returned fourteen in- 
dictments against the gamblers. William De 
Forrester, a member of the city detective force, 
ig on the list, and is the only one charged with 
felony. The other indictmente are for mis- 
demeanors, and they simply charge the 
accused with permitting faro, craps, stud poker, 
and roulette on their premises. The men in- 
dicted are William Boardman, John Wehrnhoff, 
A. M. Waddill, Robert Gray, Phil Boro, John 
Kessler, Nip Lansdowne, and Oharles Broker. 
The gamblers are rapidly moving out, and sev- 
eral shipments of paraphernalia wore to-day 
made, presumably to Chicago.

Yestorday was an exciting day in Jersey City 
politics. It was alse a black-letter day in the 
history of the Jersey City ring. For the first 
time since his election Mayor Wanser was able 
to accomplish something in the interest of re- 
form. dis election a year ago, and the election 
of Reuben Simpson as Alderman at Large in the 
recent charter fight, showed clearly the trend 
of public sentiment, but not even the most 
sanguine expected the sweeping victory that 
Mayor Wanser yesterday achieved. 

There had been hints that he would have the 


“earnest 00-Operation of honest Demoorats, but 


the extent of that co-operation was underesti- 
mated. Not only did Alva A. Bedell of the 
Finance Board, the only Democrat who holds 
over, join him, but Mr. Charles W. Allen, who 
will go out next Monday because he was de- 
feated as Alderman at Largein the charter 
election, slso gave in his adhesion to Mayor 
Wanser. This was the last straw and it broke 
the hitherto rigid backbone of the ring camel. 
The ring had counted on Mr. Allen as the man 
who would enable John Edelstein and George 
W. Peterson to defeat the Mayor’s nominations 
to the Board of Finance, and bitter were the 
invectives heaped upon his head when it was 
found that he would do nothing of the kind. 

Messrs. Edelstein and Peterson learned early 
in the day that Mayor Wanser had executed a 
flank movement upon them, and abandoning 
the City Hall as a field of operations, they went 
before Judge Lippincott, accompanied by Sena- 
tor William D. Daly and William M. Deugherty, 
whom they had retained as oounsel. There 
they made application for a writ of quo war- 
ranto to prevent John D. Fraser and Jacob J. 
Detwiller from taking their seats. 

Affidavits; were filed by Mr. Edelstein and 
Mn. Peterson separately setting forth that the 
appointment by Mayor Wanser of John D. Fra- 
ser and Jacob J. Detwiller was contrary to law 


and invalid, and that Mayor Wanser had not 
submitted either of these nominations to the 
Board of Finance for confirmation, as the law 
required him to do. 
udge Lippincott said he would grant a rule 
to show cause why a writ of quo warranto 
bane not issue on the greund that Mayor 
anser had Paging acted in the face of the 
law with a view to bring the matter before the 
courts, so that the constitutionality of the act of 
1893 could be tested at once. 

He said he would alse grant an order restrain- 
ing Messrs. Detwiller and Fraser from acting as 
members of the Hoard of Finance until the mat- 
ter had been decided, because the city’s inter- 
ests would suffer no detriment in the mean- 
time.

COULDN'T GET CITIZEN PAPERS. 


Skippers John and Charles Barr Had Each 
Been Sailing British Yachts.

Two years ago they got their firat papers for citizen- 


ship, and recently presented themselves before Jus- 

tice Putnam of the United States court at Boston 

to get their final papers. They were accompanied 

by Mr. P. T. Jackson, Treasurer of the Eastern 

Yacht Club, and Mr. A. G. MoVey.

peat an the two Captains as to their time of resi- 
ence here and occupations. 

‘““What vessels have you gailed on since living in 
this country!" was one of the questions his Honor 
put to Capt. John Barr.

“Is the Clara a British or an American built ves- 


“ British yacht, though she was owned by an Amer- 
ican and carried the American flag.” 

“You were on @ British bottom then during the 
time of your residence here, and I do not see how I 
can accept you.”’ 

In answer tosimilar questions Capt. Charles Barr 
said he had sailed on the Minerva. This being an 
English-built yacht, Judge Putnam said he could 
not accept him either. 

Justice Putnam then sent for a copy of the United 
States Revised Statutes, and read to the Messrs. 
Barr Section 2,174, which is as follows: 

“Every seaman, being a foreigner, who declares 
his intention of becoming a citizen of the United 
States in any competent court, and shall have 
served three years on board of a merchant vessel of 
the United States subsequent to the date of such 
declaration, may, on his application of any com- 
petent court, and the production of his certificate of 
disoharge and good conduct during that time, to- 
gether with the certificate of his declaration of inten- 
tion to become a_ citizen, be admitted a 
citizen of the United States: and every 
seaman, dveing a foreigner, shall, after his 
declaration of intention to become a citizen of the 
United States, and after ne shall have served such 
three years, be deemed a citizen of the United States 
for the purpose of manning and serving on board 
any merchant vessel of the United States, anything 
to the contrary in any act of Congress notwithstand- 
ing; butsuch seamen shall, for all purposes of pro- 
tection as an American citizen, be deemed such after 
the tiling of his declaration of intention to become 
such citizen.” 

The Judge said he would not givea final decision 
then, but would examine the law more oarefaully. 
The Barres have retained Mr. F. M. Stone as counsel 
and will appear before Judge Putnam again to- 
morrow.

The headquarters are at Kan- 
gas City, and branches are in Chicago, Denver, 
Pueblo, and Durango, Col.; El Paso and Fort Worth, 
Texas; Santa Fé, Albuquerque, Las Vegas, and Sil- 
ver City, New-Mexico; Boston, Philadelphia, Pitts- 
burg, and New-York.

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COTTON KILLED BY FROST, 


There Is Plenty of Time to Replant bu 
Very Little Seed Is to be Had. 











MEMPHIS, Tenn., April 24.—The recent cold 
Weather has done great damage to the cotton 
crop in the South, especially in the district ad- 
jacent to this city. Frostis reported from sev- 
eral points on Thursday, Friday, Saturday, and 
Sunday. 

Reports from planters in North Mississippi, 

Arkansas, North Alabama, and West Tennessee 
contain the information that all cotton above 
the ground is killed, or so badly damaged that 
it will have to be replanted. 
The warm weather in the early part of the 
month caused a great deal of planting, and the 
greater part of this work must be done over. 
There is plenty of time for replanting, but there 
is such @ scarcity of seed as was never seen be- 
fore. During the Winter cottonseed sold for as 
high as $25 8 ton, and there was left in the 
hands of the planters barely enough for one 
seeding. 

The small farmers and the negroes sold all the 
seed they had, and it was exceedingly difficult 
for them to secure a supply sufficient for one 
planting. With the killing frosts making re- 
planting necessary, Many look for a faminein 
cottonseed. Cottonseed is a cash article, and 
much of the acreage already destroyed by the 
frost will not be planted again, owing to a lack 
of funds to purchase seed. There are some who 
urge that the frosts, with the scarcity of seed, 
will do much toward solving the problem ef 
Svexgnsbnsiet, which has confronted the 
Southern planters for two years. The con- 
dition, however, of those whose crop is en- 
tirely killed and who are unable to procure 
seed will be very desperate. 

There was frost Saturday morning as far 
south as Greenville, Miss., and throughout the 
local cotton district. The reports from Arkan- 
sas, along the Arkansas and White Kivers, indi- 
cate that great damage has also been done in 
that region. 


BULL CLIQUE STILL AT IT. 


The Chicago Wheat Has Been 
Shifted from May to July Delivery.

CHICAGO, April 24.—The great wheat deal en- 
gineered by the Cudahys and the unknown 
millionaires who have stood in with them for 
some months is still being pushed with unabat- 
ed vigor. But operations have been shifted or 
transferred. The manipulators have dropped 
the May option. The squeeze is now on July. 

Pardridgeis believed to have fully recouped 
himself for his recent heavy losses. He dropped 
$500,000 or $800,000 on the May squeeze, but 
the Cudahy clique found themselves in such a 
fix that;they were forced to let go, and the little 
plunger got out from under just as everybody 
supposed he had put his tinancial head in 
chancery. 

The collapse in the price of May was so sud- 
den after it had touched 90 cents, and it has 
ever since shown such a wabbdly kind of weak- 
ness, that it is now generally conceded that 
whatever intention may have previously exist- 
ed of running a corner in wheat for May deliv- 
ery has been abandoned. 

However, the control of the market has not 
left the hands of the bull olique. They are mak- 
ing their play now on July delivery. Ther 
bought over 2,000,000 bushels of July wheat 
on Friday last; they bought perhaps as much 
more on Saturday, and were again taking a 
large share of what was offered for sale to-day. 
They are now as fairly committed to the ad- 
vancement of the priceof July wheat as they 
were formerly to the holsting of May.

Dr. Wiitt1aM EVERETT, the Mugwump 
scholarand teacher of Quincy, having twice 
tried to defeat Henry Canotr LODGE asa 
candidate for member of Congress from the 
Essex District without success, will make 
the attempt at a special election to-day to 
prevent Mr. Barrett, Speaker of the 
Massachusetts House of Representatives, 
from succeeding him on his promotion to 
the Senate. Dr. EVERETT is an interesting 
figure in politics, and his fight has been 
against machine methods and in favor of 
independence and integrity in public life. 


The professors of McKinleyism in New- 
England who have persistently declared 
that the coal of Nova Scotia was of poor 
quality and would not find a market in 
this country, even if the duty should be re- 
moved, must be surprised by the continued 
manifestations of a desire on the part of 
New-England capitalists to put their money 
into Nova Scotia mines and unworked coal 
areas. The Dominion Coal Company was 
the first of the large corporations by which 
New-England capital was invested in the 
mines of Cape Breton Island, and now 
there are four more American syndicates 
seeking charters like that which this com- 
pany obtained. The most formidable of 
these isa group of capitalists who are in- 
terested in manufactures in New-Bedford, 
Fall River, Pawtucket, Providence, and 
Boston, and these gentlemen have obtained 
control of coal fields on the western side of 
Cape Breton in which there are said to be 
200,000,000 tons. These fields have not 
been worked because harbor and railway 
facilities were lacking. The mines and un- 
developed deposits of the Dominion Com- 
pany are on the eastern side of the island. 
The removal of the duty on bituminous 
coal will doubtless be followed by large 
importation from this region for the use 
of New-England manufacturers. 
enn ernment 
The amendment offered yesterday to the 
Home Rule bill is not likely to command 
the full vote even of the Opposition. At 
least it ought not todoso, Itis a proposi- 
tion that the British troops shall be with- 
drawn from Ireland before the proposed 
Irish Parliament assembles, and that Ire- 
land shall be deprived, during the critical 
period of establishing a new Government, 
of the guarantee of order given by the 
presence of the troops. This is plainly a 
factious proposal, and an endeavor on the 
_ part of the Tories, to make good their pre-

The striking’ or locked-out ‘‘ garment 
workers” who resumed work yesterday 
under an agreement with the association of 
clothing manufacturers appear to have in- 
curred considerable loss and secured no 
gain by their four weeks of idleness and 
contention... They lost many thousands of 
dollars in wages which they cannot make 
up, they depleted the funds of their unions, 
and they attracted other workmen to the 
city to become competitors that they can- 
not get rid of, while the manufacturers are 
in a position to recoup any losses they may 
have made through the interruption of 
business. They can make up for lost time as 
workmen cannot. We are not sure that 
these people did not have a real grievance 
in the first place, but on the main issue 
both sides in the contest were wrong. The 
workmen insisted that none but nnion men 
should have employment, and the manu- 
facturers determined to employ no union 
men. The agreement under which work 
was resumed was that there should not be 
discrimination “against members of any 
union.” Thatis right, and the men should 
recognize that it is equally right that there 
should be no discrimination against work- 
men who do not see fit to belong to a 
union. 








The speed trials of new warships going 
on of late have brought up some references 
tothe proposal of an experimental tank, 
made by Chief Constructor WILSON in his 
last report. The purpose of this device, as 
he explained, is to determine the resistance 
of the water to ships by means of models. 
It is familiar in several of the leading mari- 
time countries, and even private ship- 
builders have constructed such tanks, 
believing that the expense of erecting and 
maintaining them is more than met by 
their value in solving problems relating to 
machinery and hulls. Great Britain has 
found it of advantage to build two such 
experimental tanks, the more modern at 
Portsmouth being much superior to the 
one first constructed at Torquay. Probably 
the cost of such a tank, which is estimated 
at $85,000 complete, has thus far been the 
main objection to it in this country, as 
there are so many other pressing objects of 
naval expenditure. : 
SN 2 SE SEES HT 
CONFIDENCE RETURNING. 


No actof Mr. CLEVELAND’s Administration 

during the time that it has been in control 

of the executive policy of the Government 

has been received by the country with 

more profound satisfaction than the pub- 

lication of the brief but conclusive 

declaration of yesterday morning re- 

garding the financial policy of the Gov- 

ernment. By the operation of forces 

over which the present Administration 

had no control, and for which it was in no 

way responsible, it found itself confronted 

with difficulties of a most embarrassing nat- 

ure. The gold in the Treasury was drawn 

out until it became plain that it would be 

impracticable, without some means of re- 

placing the gold, to maintain the redemp- 

tion reserve of $100,000,000. The ques- 

tion was raised what would be done when 

the free gold—that is to say, the gold 

above the reserve—had been drawn out. 

We are compelled to admit that in these 

circumstances the course of the Treasury 

Department was not what foresight and 

prudence would have dictated. The ques- 

tion to which we have alluded should have 

been considered in advance and decided, 

and there should never have been any 

doubt allowed as to how it would be re- 

solved. Unfortunately, this was not the 

course pursued. Apparently the question 

was not foreseen; certainly it was not de- 

cided, and the public was left in grave 

doubt as to how it would be resolved. But 
that is now, happily, a matter of the past. 

On the one essential point involved there 
is no longer any reason for any doubt 
whatever. Allthe notes of the Government 
will be paid in gold, all the “ obligations” 
of the Government will be kept on one 
level and that the very highest. 

The end having been decided on and 
authoritatively announced by the Presi- 
dent himself, the means remain to be de- 
termined. What they must be, the lan- 
guage of Mr. CLEVELAND clearly indicates. 

“The strong credit of the country, still 
unimpaired,” must be used. The details of 
its use are matters of subordinate impor- 
tance. They can be readily developed by 
the Treasury Department in the light of 
such information and suggestions as may 
be available. That was clearly the object 
of the conference held yesterday between 
leading bankers and financiers of this city 
and the Assistant Treasurer. The specific 
propositions there considered, on the one 
hand and on the other, are very 
properly withheld from the _ public 
at present. The object in view is, 
however, well known, and it is known that 
that object is being sought with entire har- 
mony and with the utmost earnestness 
by all. The Government is bound, in all 
circumstances and at all times, to main- 
tain gold payments. Not a dollar of its 
notes, of whatever class, will be paid in 
anything else when the holder wishes gold. 
Not a dollar of its obligations, of what- 
ever form. now outstanding, or which it 
may be advisable to issue, will be paid in 
anything but gold when the holder wishes 
gold. In whose ever hands the promises to 
pay of the United States may be found, or 
from whatever source presented, they will 
be met, as they have been metevery day 
since Jan. 1, 1879, in the currency of the 
world. So far asitis in the power of the 
bankers of New-York to aid the Govern- 
ment in maintaining this policy, they will 
beyond all question do so. 

In view of the complete and unquestion- 
able establishment of the policy of the 
Government the details of the events of 
the Street are of little consequence. The 
feeling on the Stock Exchange yesterday 
was one of much greater cheerfulness, a 
fact that is interesting only as showing the 


immediate effect of the President’s unqual- 





ified declaration. The same feeling mani- 
fested itself in other parts of the country, 
and the Boston banks offered the Treasury 
one-half of their gold—about $4,500,000— 
in exchange for legal-tender notes. Tho 
most significant feature of the day was a 
renewal of demand on the London market 
for American securities and a declining 
tendency in foreign exchange. These two 
facts really touch the core of the situation. 





BORROWING FOR CURRENT EXPENSES. 
The anomaly in the financial system of 
this city under which money is borrowed 
for current expenses during the greater 
part of the yearon revenue bonds in antici- 
pation of receipts from taxation has run 
on for years without exciting much atten- 
tion, but just now the question has been 
raised of devising some means of correcting 
it. Our fiscal year, so far as expenditures 
are concerned, corresponds to the calendar 
year. The estimates of expenses are made 
up in December for the following year, and 
the apportionment is made for the various 
departments and the ditferent purposes to 
be provided for at the beginning of the 
year. The assessment of property for tax- 
ation is not settled until July, when the 
rate is fixed by a determination of the rela- 
tion of expenditures to the values from 
which revenue is to be derived, and the 
collection of taxes does not begin until the 
1st of October. In the meantime the city 
has to borrow money for its expenses on 
bonds to be redeemed when the revenue 
comes in, and, of course, it has to pay in- 
terest for these funds. The revenues re- 
ceived in excess of the amount required to 
meet these temporary loans are kept on 
deposit, but are used up during the remain- 
der of the year, and earn little interest to 
offset that paid on revenue bonds. 
This is manifestly a clumsy and expen- 
sive system, and we are not aware that it is 
in practice to the same extent elsewhere. 
Controller Myers is credited with a sug- 
gestion that it should be rectified by grad- 
ually working back the date at which the 
collection of taxes begins until it falls on 
the 1st of January. This would derange 
the whole system of assessment and of esti- 
mate and apportionment and necessitate 
setting those processes back also, unless 
the plan should be adopted of basing the 
appropriations and calculating the rate of 
taxation upon the valuations of the year 
preceding that in which the taxes are col- 
lected and the expenses incurred. That 
could not be done now without using the 
same valuations for two successive years. 
The 1st of October would be a good enough 
time to begin collections if it were for the 
following instead of the current fiscal year, 
for then there would be an accumulation of 
funds in advance instead of a falling in 
arrears and a borrowing for expenses, but 
that could not be accomplished without 
the payment of two years’ taxes in one 
year. 
The plan which the Controller is said to 
have suggested hardly seems practicable. 
Another has been suggested by the Mayor. 
He would raise the amount needed for ex- 
penses prior to the collection of taxes in 
one year by a single issue of the necessary 
amount of bonds, to be redeemed like other 
bonds, instead of resorting every year toa 
succession of revenue bonds to be redeemed 
on the coming in of the receipts. This 
would provide once for all a fund for cur- 
rent expenses, as then the receipts begin- 
ning on Oct. 1 would meet expenses 
throughout the year until the next Oct. 1. 
It would practically establish a fiscal year, 
so far as receipts are concerned, beginning 
with October, while the fiscal year for ex- 
penditures still began with January. Such 
a dislocation is open to objection, but it is 
desirable to devise some plan by which the 
city can pay asit goes instead of borrow- 
ing money for expensesin one part of the 
year to be repaid in another part.

THE MINT 


The important decision of Judge Hrs- 
BARD in the suit of M. W. Fox against the 
Hale & Norcross Silver Mining Company, 
the Nevada Mill and Mining Company, and 
certain Directors of these corporations was 
delivered on May 26, 1892. For some time 
thereafter it was discussed in all parts of 
the country. It marked the first victory of 
stockholders in a contest with the milling 
ring of Nevada and the Comstock range. In 
August Mr. HARRISON appointed THEODORE 
R. Horer to be Superintendent of the 
Carson Mint. Undoubtedly the testimony 
and the decision in that memorable case 
had been brought to his attention, and we 
presume that he had some knowledge of 
the evidence collected by the San Francisco 
Mining Stock Association and laid before 
Congress with a petition for an investiga- 
tion of this mint, but the influence of the 
milling ring was much more powerful at 
the White House than it had been in Judge 
HEBBARD’s court. 

In his decision the Judge declared that 
the Nevada Mill and Mining Company, as 
a corporation, ALVINZA Haywakp, W. 8. 
Hopnart, and H. M. Levy, President of the 
Hale & Norcross Company, had conspired 
to defraud the stockholders of the last- 
named company, and had by this unlawful 
conspiracy deprived them of $1,011,835. 
Each of these defendants was held liable 
in the full amount. Levy had taken from 
the stockholders of the Nevada Mill and 
Mining Company a bribe of $29,641 “as 
his share of the spoils,” and part of this 
sum was paid to him “‘ through the medium 
of EVAN WILLIAMS,” Superintendent of the 
Nevada Company’s mill. 

Evan WILLIAMS was Vice President of 
the Bullion and Exchange Bank at Carson. 
The cashier of that bank was THEODORE 
R. Horer, who was also Chief Clerk and 
Acting Superintendent of the Carson Mint. 
The stockholders of the Hale & Norcross 
Company had been deprived of $1,011,535 
in bullion, and the

“ HOFer, PETERS, BROWN, and WILLIAMS re- 
fused to answer any questiona concerning tho 
identity of this bullion, and acoess to the books 
of the Bullion and Exchange Bank was denied 
to plaintif® 

“In cases of fraud the law allows plaintiff to 
indulge in all reasonable presumptions. In 
view of the fact that the defendants had the 
means of clearing up these suspicious bullion 
transactions, if by the presentation of the 
books of the Bullion and Exchange Bank they 
could have done so, and did not choose todo 
80, it is a reasonable presumption that this bull- 
ion, thus circumstantially traced into tho 
hands of the conspirators or their agents, was 
the identical bullion lost to the Hale & Nor- 
cross Company.” 

It will be seen that Horer was not un- 
known to Judge HEBBARD, and we do not 
think the Judge would have made this 
man Superintendent of the Mint if the 
power to appoint had been transferred to 
him. But by President HARRISON, some 
months after all these disclosures had been 
made, Horer was regarded as the right 
man for the place. And after this appoint- 
ment certain thoughtless and wicked jour- 
nals continued to call the Carson Mint a 
* fence.” 

This mint should not be controlled by 
the milling ring of Nevada, whose methods 
were exposed in the trial before Judge 
HeBBARD. It is perfectly clear that the 
appointment of Horer should not have 
been made, and when he is retired to pri- 
vate life the mint should be thoroughly 
overhauled, and its oflicers thereafter 
should be men not connected with the 
abuses to which the Hale & Norcross suit 


directed the attention of the public. 








THE AFTER-DINNER ORATORS. 
People who have not the art or gift of 
talking on their legs, and who are apt to 
envy those who have, may be commended 
to take comfort in some recent afflictions of 
popular post-prandial orators. Mr. CHOATE, 


a month ago, puzzled the slower-witted and ' 


infuriated the quicker-witted among his 
Irish hosts and fellow-guests by suggesting 
that the Irishmen now resident in America 
should return to their native or ancestral 
island and take personal partin the strug- 
gle for home rule, and he assured them of 
the enthusiasm which their departure upon 
such a crusade would excite among the 
Americans they left behind. Unfortunate- 
ly for the orator, the majority of an Irish 
audience is apt to be quick-witted, and 
these remarks produced more of anger than 
of consternation. They were, of course, 
merely an exemplification of that bland 
insolence in which forensic wit so largely 
consists, and it may be owned that they 
would have been more appropriate in the 
course of a hotly-contested litigation than 
to the peaceful rivalries of the “ table of 
honor.” A Christian orator at a Hebrew 
feast who should advise his audience to re- 
turn to Palestine would doubtless be con- 
sidered to exceed the limits of becoming 
badinage, while the fact that many Ameri- 
cans find the Jews as oppressive in the com- 
petitions of finance as they find the Irish in 
the competitions of local politics would 
aggravate the excess by converting it into 
the social offense of “ twitting on facts.” 
The Friendly Sons have not been altogether 
fortunate in their after-dinner oratory, 
since the banquef which an orator, nota 
lawyer, found a graceful and favorable 
occasion for denouncing the Roman Cath- 
olic Church in general and the Jesuits in 
particular. 

And now Mr, CuaunceEyY Depew has 
made in his turn a slip that threatens to 
give him more or less trouble. It is the 
more disconcerting because at this particu- 
lar dinner he was not one of the free lances 
who are permitted and encouraged to “ go 
for” each other, subject only to the un- 
written rules of a social Marquis of Queens- 
berry, but the special guest at a dinner in 
Brooklyn given in his honor and on the 
occasion of his birthday. Moreover, the 
remarks Which his hosts viewed with ap- 
prehension and alarm were not at all 
jocose, even by the forensic standard of 
jocosity. On the contrary, the orator had 
an exposition of seriousness come upon 
him, and after girding at ‘‘the reformer in 
a dress suit” as an absurd creature, pro- 
ceeded to assume that character in that 
costume. He set forth that the unauthor- 
ized absorption of public money by the 
municipal officials of Brooklyn had been 
such that ‘it was absolutely necessary for 
the courts of law to step in.” It is not 
criticising this statement as a statement of 
fact to say that it could not be expected 
that it would be relished by the Mayor and 
the cther municipal entertainers of “ the 
reformer in # dress suit” who promul- 
gated the same, and who followed up the 
promulgation by exhorting his hearers to 
addict themselves to studying the problem 
of municipal government, *‘the problem of 
the present and of the future.” 

From these examples it will be seen that 
the path of the after-dinner speaker is not 
entirely strewn with roses. The path is 
not, as a rule, a waterway, but it is never- 
theless beset on the one hand by the Scylla 
of undue levity and on the other by 
the Charybdis of excessive gravity, and 
upon either the voyager may be wrecked.

THE MINISTER RETICENT. 

Commissioner BLOUNT has been earn- 
ing complimentary epithets since he ar- 
rived at Honolulu, if nothing more. A while 
ago we were told that he was called the 
“‘American Sphinx” because he was 80 
much addicted to asking questions and so 
little disposed to answer them. Now itis 
said that he has been dubbed the “ Min- 
ister Reticent,” because he is so dumb in 
regard to his own policy. These pictur- 
esque titles appear to us to indicate that 
Mr. BLounr understands his business and 
is doing just what he was sent to Hawaii 
to do, that is, to study the situation and 
the causes that have brought it about and 
enable the Administration to proceed upon 
information in anything that it may find 
advisable to do hereafter. 

No doubt the Commissioner’s authority is 
** paramount” as the representative of the 
Administration, and he has exercised it so 
far as to do away with Minister Srevens’s 
protectorate and leave the provisional 
Government to stand an its own feet. 
Since then he seems to have been watching 
to see whether it can stand or not. The 
only excuse for a revolution is success, and 
the only provisional Government worthy 
of recognition is one that can sustain 
itself because it has the “‘ consent of the 
governed.” The“ revolution ” of January 
at Honolulu evidently did not have in view 
a new Government desired by the people of 
Hawaii and dependent upon them for sup 
port. Its purpose was the destruction of 
independent Government and annexation 
of the islands to the United States. That 
is practically admitted by the leaders in it. 

It is not likely that the provisional Gov- 
ernment would ever have been set up ex- 
cept for the expectation that it would re- 
sult in speedy annexation. That was why 
Commissioners were immediately hurried 
to Washington to carry out the scheme, 
and there is every reason to believe that 
Minister STEVENS encouraged the idea of 
annexation to be attained by upsetting the 
native rule and setting up a provisional 
Government. Finding the latter weak he 
did not hesitate to use his representative 
authority and the marines of an American 
man-of-war to hold itup. Nothing but a 
belief that our Government would seize 
the opportunity to acquire the islands 
could have incited the revolutionary move- 
ment and made it successful, and nothing 
but a fear on the part of the supporters of 
the native Government that this might be 
so has deterred them from making short 


work of President Dote and his adminis- 


tration. 

The “ Minister Reticent” by his mere pres- 
ence representing the authority of the 
United States Government and by his self- 
restraint is holding things in statu quo 
until the influences at work can be studied 
and estimated at their proper value. He is 
putting the provisional Government to a 
test of finding out what its support really 
is. If he retains his sphinx-like attitude 
long enough it is likely that the provisional 
Government will crumble to pieces, the real 
sentiment and wishes of the people will 
find expression in some peaceable fashion, 
and that whatever action the United States 
Government may take will be taken at the 
desire and invitation of the people of the 
islands rather than of a clique of sugar 
planters whose objects are wholly selfish. 








PADEREWSKI AND THE FA’. 

The manner in which the piano depart- 
ment of the World’s Fair has been man- 
aged by the authorities, and especially by 
the Committee on Awards, is likely, it 
seems, to deprive the musical department 
of the fair of one of its chief attractions 
and the opening concerts of a noteworthy 
element of prestige. It is true that the 
authorities are understood to have receded 
from the highly-absurd ground originally 
taken by the Committee on Awards, but 
their retreat came too late to permit the 
pianomakers who had withdrawn to take 
part in the exhibition, ‘Thereupon Mr. 
Director General Davis in his wrath or- 
dered that no pianomaker whose work was 
not entered for exhibition should be per- 
mitted to have a piano in the fair grounds 
for any purpose or on any pretense. Mr. 
‘THOMAS, in arranging the opening concert, 
very properly and very gracefully invited 
Mr. PADEREWSKI to appear as a soloist, and 
to appear as a performer of his own com- 
positions. Of course, the pianist was sensi- 
ble of the honor thus done him, but it ap- 
pears that he has agreed to play only upon 
an instrument of the manufacture that is 
excluded from the fair grounds, and it is 
doubtful whether, in the absence of any 
agreement, he would consent to perform 
upon any instrument eligible for exhibition 
and to allow himself to be judged by such 
a performance. 

This looks like a dead-iock. If it is not 
opened the loss will of course be that of 
the exhibition, which will lose one of its 
chief musical attractions. It is announced 
that an agent of the authorities of the fair 
is on his way to New-York to see whether 
the difficulty cannot be arranged. The 
only rational way of arranging it is to per- 
mit an instrumental performer, whether on 
the piano or the violin or the trombone, to 
choose his own instrument, and for the Di- 
rector General to make an exception to his 
rule to that extent. There would be much 
less loss of dignity and much less absurdity 
in this course than in depriving the at- 
tendants upon the concerts of hearing one 
of the most illustrious and the most popu- 
lar of living pianists because the Director 
General disapproves ofthe conduct of the 
waker of the pianos upon which the pianist 


chooses to play. 





Mr. George W. Childs’s Newspaper.

page made the sheet already too large for the 
reader’s convenience. But more room was 
needed, and it was wisely decided to obtain it 
by giving more pages of a smaller size. 

Avother change, and one that will doubtless 
surprise the readers of the Ledger more than the 
alteration of its form, is the introduction of il- 
lustrations. Of this and the other changes the 
Ledger says editorially that they have been 
made “in compliance with an irresistible 
public demand, and, thererore, in accord with 
the principles of good journalism.” There is 
no doubt about it. lllustrations are 4 
legitimate and necessary aid to the ready 
understanding of the text of a newspaper— 
often of a higher news value than the article 
they illustrate. The public wants them because 
they show at a glance what the printed text 
could tell only at considerable cost of time and 
space, less clearly, and often not at all. 
Mr. Childs has shown his usual unerr- 
ing judgment in putting illustrations into 
the Ledger, There are folk who preach 
against newspaper “pictures” as a 
debasement, a wicked, heartless crime against 
taste, a sort of pagan revival We wish

It is a pleasant jest in Philadel- 
phia, anda jest that is much more than half 
earnest, that nothing happening in that city is 
ever accepted as a settled fact unless people 
read aboutit in the Ledger. It is a vaiuable 
reputation to have, Mr. Childs announces thatin 
no respect will the paper undergo a change 
of policy. It ‘* will continue to be an accurate, 
reliable, clean, public-apirited, independent 
journal, having no friends, who are not friends 
of the public, to praise; no enemies, who are 
not publie enemies, to condemn; no interests to 
serve which are not pone interests; it will 
continue to best serve itself by serving best the 
public, In all that makes @ newspaper valua- 
ble, useful, and attractive to an intelligent com- 
munity of readers, the Ledger will be improved 
dally. It will keep step with the advanced 
thought and achievement of the period, and, 
above all, with the highest journalistic, social, 
and political prinoipies of the time.” 


THE DUKE AT THE WHITE HOUSE. 


An Informal Reception by the President— 
Seeing Washington Sights, — 


WASHINGTON, April 24.—The Duke of 
Veragua and party spent the morning very 
quietly, the ladies going for a short drive 
with Mrs. Dickins, wife of Commander 
Dickins, while the Duke took a stroll 
in company with the Commander. 

The order of nobility paid its respects to 
democracy this afternoon at the White 
House, when the Duke of Veragua called 
on President Cleveland. The ducal party 
rode in two open carriages from the Arling- 
ton Hotel, and arrived at the Mansion at 
exactly 3 o’clock, the hour set for the re- 
ception. With the Duke were his wife, 
his brother, the Marquis de Barboles; his 
son, Christopher Columbus y Aguilera; 
Commander F. W. Dickins, representing 
the United States Government, and Mrs. 


Dickins, and Sefior Don Rodrigo de Saav- 
ods, an attaché of the Spanish Legation 
in Washington, representing the Spanish 
Minister, 

A published ‘announcement of the hour 
for the reception drew about a hundred 
poorts, mostly women, about the White 

{ouse, and the expressions of admiration 
over the brilliancy of the uniforms worn 
by the male members of the party attested 
that the crowd was not disappointed. 

_ The Duke and his attendants were shown 
immediately into the Blue Room, where 
the President and Mrs. Cleveland awaited 
them. The black frock coat which Mr. 
Cleveland wore contrasted strongly with 
the gold lace and brass buttons of the 
Duke, the Marquis, Sefior de Saavedra, 
and Commander ickins. Gold lace was a 

redominant feature in the uniform of the 

uke, while across his breast he wore a 
sash of watered silk in variegated colors 
and carried a chapeau in his hand. Hardly 
less brilliant was the costume of the Mar- 
quis, while Don de ceevourecythote both 
in the picturesqueness of a long cape of 
white doeskin, reaching nearly to his heels. 
The naval uniform of Commander Dickins, 
usually considered a very showy and brill- 
iant atiair, was almost sombre in the con- 
trast it bore to the attire of the Spaniards. 
All four of the men wore swords, the Duke’s 
poawily jeweled, and » addition the Duke 
carried a light cane, with tassel attached. 

Ordinary afternoon calling gowns were 
worn by the Duchess and Mrs. Dickins. 
The Duke’s son wore an Eton suit, with 
waistcoat cut very low, a light overcoat, 
Eton collar and high ht. The uniforms of 
the other Spaniards were those prescribed 
for Court functions. 

There was no attempt at ceremony in the 
Blue Room. Commander lickins made 
the introductions, and afew words were 
spoken, with justa soqaneee of formali- 
ty, by the Duke and by the President in 
reference to the visit of the Duke to Amer- 
ica. Then the ducal party bowed itself 
out and, re-entering the carriages, was 
driven to the Navy Department, whence 
the ladies and the young man went back 
to the Arlington without alighting. 

_In the absence of Secretary Herbert, As- 
sistant Secretary McAdoo received the 
visitors, and after afew minutes spent in 
conversation, accompanied them to the 
State Department, where they were met by 
Secretary Gresham in the Diplomatic Room, 
Escorted by Assistant Secretary Adee of 
the State Department, the Duke and his 
party went to the office of Secretary La- 
mont and paid their respects. This ended 
the functions, and the Duke, the Marquis, 
the Don, and the Commander went back to 
the Arlington. 

Senator and Mrs. Brice to-night gave a 
reception in honor of the Duke and Duchess’ 
of Veragua and parte, The handsome resi- 
dence of Senator Brice was brilliantly 
illuminated, and the grounds about the man- 
sion were lit upby numerous Japanese lan- 
terns arranged among the trees and shrub- 
bery. The ballroom, dining hall, and recep- 
tion rooms were decorated with palms, 
ferns, and @ variety of flowers. Just off the 
ballroom was stationed the Marine Band, 
which played the patriotic airs of Spain 
and America and other selections. 

Mrs. and Miss Brice received the guests. 
Those present included the members of the 
Cabinet and their families now in the city, 
the Supreme Court, members of the Diplo- 
matic Corps, Senators, Representatives, 
the army and navy, and others prominent 
in Washington society. 








Mother and Daughter Killed by a Train. 

BRIDGEPORT, Conn., April 24.— While Michael 
Sullivan and his son were walking from this 
city to their home in Fairiield to-night on the 
woest-bound track near the Purn Road crossing, 
one of them atumbled across the body of a 
young woman lying on the track. It was ter- 
ribly mangled. Near by was the wreck of a 
carriage. 

Young Sullivan started for the signal tower, a 
few hundred feet distant, to give the alarm. 
About 200 feet from the crossing he fell across 
the dead body of another person. It was that 
ofa middle-aged woman. Her head presented 
a terrible aight, the features being disfigured 
beyond recognition.

MANY BANKERS CONSULTED 


A DAY DEVOTED TO OONFER- 
‘ENCES AT THE SUB-TREASURY. 


Mhree Ways of Helping the Government— 
New-Yorkers Think a Temporary Loan 
Or a Bond Issue Should Be Considered 
Before Trying to Arrange an Exchange 
of Legal Tenders for Coin—Good Effects 
of the Statement Made 
Cleveland. 


From the time Wall Street began busi- 
ness yesterday morning until long after 
most of its offices were locked up for the 
day, Conrad N. Jordan, the new Assistant 
Treasurer of the United States in this city, 
was in conference with bankers. There 
were meetings morning, afternoon, and by 
gaslight. At all of them the Government’s 
need of gold and ways in which it might be 
met were discussed. 

These conferences did not lead to any 
immediate steps toward adding the desired 
millions to the Treasury’s stock of coin. 
They gave, however, an opportunity for 
the bankers to express their views and 
pave the way to further negotiations. 
What they told Mr. Jordan was embodied 
in aletter which he sent to Washington 
last night. Its contents, he declared, could 
be made public only by direction of his 
superior oflicer. 

Yesterday’s consultations came about 
logically enough. When Mr. Jordan in- 
vited a dozen bank Presidents to meet him 
last Saturday they gave him to understand 
that the New-York banks were unwilling 
to turn over gold to the Treasury without 
some definite assurance of the policy the 
department would pursue. In the news- 
papers yesterday morning was published 
the statement of President Cleveland 
in which he declared that he and his Cab- 
inet were “absolutely harmonious in the 
determination to exercise every power con- 
ferred upon them to maintain the public 
credit, to keep the public faith, and to pre- 
serve the parity between gold and silver 
and between all the financial obligatious 
of the Government.” That, with the spe- 
cific denial that there had been any inten- 
tion to redeem Treasury notes except in 
gold, paved the way for another confer- 
ence. The Government had certainly de- 
clared itself. 

Mr. Jordan’s visitors at the Sub-Treasury 
came at the invitation of the Assistant 
Treasurer. Among them were President J. 
Edward Simmons of the Fourth National, 
President George F. Baker of the First Na- 
tional, President Henry W. Cannon of the 
Chase National, President Brayton Ives of 
the Western National, President Fredefick 
D. Tappen of the Gallatin National, 
President E. K. Wright of the Park 
National, President George §. Cole of the 
American Exchange National, ex-Assist- 
ant Treasurer Charlies J. Canda, and Pres- 
ident E. H. Perkins of the Importers and 
Traders’. Besides, in the afternoon, repre- 
sentatives of some of the big banking 
houses were asked to attend. Among the 
firms thus honored were Drexel, Morgan & 
Co., Speyer & Co., and August Belmont & 
Co. 

Mr. Jordan was empowered to lay before 
the bankers certain memoranda from the 
Washington authorities bearing upon the 
question of replenishing the Government’s 
‘stock of gold. There were three ways in 
which the Treasury’s supply might be in- 
creased. One was for the banks to ex- 
change coin for legal tenders; another was 
for temporary loans to be made to the Gov- 
ernment, and the third called for along- 
time loan on bonds. All of these courses 
were discussed at length. 

Wall Street heard repeated reports that 
the Secretary of the Treasury was anxious 
to secure from $25,000,000 to $50,000,000 
in gold, and the theory that he might ask 
the New-York banks for the former amount 
attracted all the more attention when news 
came from Boston that the banks of that 
city had voted to turn over $4,500,000 in 
coin in exchange for notes. The Boston 
banks have been holding about $9,000,000 
in gold, and their action meanta surrenderof 

their supply of yellow metal in order 
to assist the Government. On a similar 
basis their New-York brethren would be 
able to turn in more than $25,000,000. 

The New-York banks report holdings of 
specie to the amount of about $70,000,000, 
but their actual gold must fall considerably 
short of that amount. There is some silver 
to be taken out, and, moreover, there is a 
prevalent notion thatin some cases notes 
are returned as specieon the ground that 
they are just as good, being redeemable in 
coin. Good judges believe that $55,000,- 
000 would be a fair guess at the gold held 
by the banks in this city. Chicago prob- 
alty has as much or more than Boston, 
while San Francisco always carries a pro- 
portionately larger supply. Yet the total 
amount in the country aay available 
for exchange is put by the same authori- 
ties at probably less than $100,000,000. 

The subject of exchanging gold for legal 
tenders was discussed at the beginning, 
and though on all sides was manifested a 
desire to co-operate with the Government 
in maintaining the country’s credit, it was 
made clear that the bankers would prefer 
to have the Administration first look into 
the merits of the two other propositions. 
A number of the Presidents expressed 
willingness to make large exchanges for 
Jegal tenders, but doubt was entertained 
whether two or three of the banks with large 
gold stocks would come into such a plan 
until the other methods had been carefully 
considered. With a bond issue, it was ar- 
gued, sufficient gold could be obtained to 
tide over the Government until a change 
could be made in the legislation to which 
all the present trouble was due. So long 
as the Silver-Purchase act continued in 
force any measure for relief could be but 
temporary. 

Among the gentlemen at the conference, 
as with every body else in the financial dis- 
trict, the President’s declaration produced 
a good effect. No specific offers of help 
were made at the meeting, nor was Mr. 
Jordan enabled to report a definite propo- 
sition as a result of the day’s work, bat 60 
far as the advantages to be secured by an 
exchange of views went, the day was a suc- 
cess, Other informal conferences will be 
held, and if Secretary Carlisle comes here 
to see the naval parade, he will be able to 
meet the bankers with a good understand- 
ms of their willingness to assist him in 
solving the gold problem. 

The exporters renewed their calls upon 
the Sub-Treasury for gold, but the reas- 
came | effects of the President’s statement 
served to keep the amount withdrawn be- 
low the estimates made last Saturday. 
There was a noticeable lessening of the 
toare, which certainly prevailed three days 
ago, and there was a more comfortable 
feeling generally among foreign houses. 
Still the withdrawals amounted to $2,100,- 
000. A quarter of a million of this sum 
was taken by Canadian banks. 

in exchange for the gold, $1,000,000 
was paid in Treasury notes and $1,100,000 
in United States notes. Tho Sub-Tl'reasury 
received $100,000 in gold from a Pitts- 
burg bank.

If 
the old method is revived now, it will 
be because such inroads have been 
made upon the supply of coin, that it is 
better policy to let the bullion go and keep 
the coined metal than itis to continue to 
try to throw the extra obstacle in the way 
of shipments. The Government has about 
$80,000,000 in bars. Its stock of coin at 
the New-York oes Ty. from which 
nearly all the withdrawals are made, 
amounts to about $30,000,000. 

Yesterday was Mr. Jordan’s first day in 
the Sub-Treasury, for, although he was 
sworn in on Saturday, he decided to begin 
his administration with a new week. he 
gold matter caused such a stir in his office, 
though, that his taking possession ranked 
as of minor importance, although many of 
his friends called to express the compli- 
ments of the season. The count of the 
money in the Sub-Treasury, made neces- 
sary by the appointment of a new Assist- 
ant Treasurer, was begun by the force of 
experts sent here from Washington. It is 
expected to take about three weeks to com- 
plete it. ; 

Speaking in commendation of the Presi- 
dent’s letter yesterday, Mr. Henry Clews, 
who is astanch Republican, said in the 
course of animpromptu speech in his own 
office: ‘‘My word for it, gentlemen, there 
is a man at the head of this Government; 
@ man who will stand up to the rack and 
do what is right. That man is Grover 
Cleveland! [Applause] I think Carlisle is 
allright. He’s got to be all right, for he is 
in Mr. Cleveland’s Cabinet. We have had 
Cleveland as President before, and we 
know how sound and courageous he is. He 
is of the right kind of metal, and that is 
gold metal.” 

Thomas L. James, ex-Postmaster General 
and now President of the Lincoln National 
Bank, was asked yesterday afternoon for 
his opinion of President Cleveland’s state- 
ment relative to the Administration’s 
policy on the gold question. He said; 

‘This statement clears away the fog and 
relieves the public from the uncertainty 
that has prevailed for the past two weeks. 
We now know exactly where we stand, 
and, knowing that, the worst is over. It 
is this feeling of uncertainty that causes 
the greatest strain on the public mind. 

‘“‘There is but one way, however, to re~ 
lieve the country, and that is to stop the 
purchase of silver, which, if persisted in, 
will bring us down to a silver basis—a 
basis which this country cannot afford to 
establish, There is but one yardstick of 
value and that yardstick must be of gold. 
Asa Republican, I am free to say that 
President Cleveland is to be commended 
for his manly and ringing utterances on 
this subject. 

“Ido not think there is danger to be 
feared from any moderate encroachment 
on the gold reserve in the United States 
Teseeary. There is a very large supply of 

oldin the country, which, under normal 

nancial conditions, may be made availa- 
ble. Money is always timid, but the mo- 
ment that people know that there is a 
definite administrative policy, and a firm 
man to guide that policy, the timidity dis- 
appears.” 

‘Have you observed that some of the 
Canadian banks propose to accept United 
States paper currency at a discount?” 

“Yes, my attention has been called to 
that extraordinary policy. Well, I am a 
believer in reciprocity, andif the Canadian 
banks intend to discriminate against our 
paper money, we must discriminate against 
theirs. I believein keeping the banks of 
the two countries at a parity. Here in the 
Lincoln Bank we change a great deal of 
Canadian money every day as an accom- 
modation for our customers and others. 
Persons who come from Canada bring it 
with them and, finding that they cannot 
use it readily here, they are very glad to 
exchange it for our money. I have hereto- 
fore made all such exchanges at par, but 
to-day I gave instructions to charge just 
the same rate of discount that the Cana- 
dian banks charge against United States 
currency.” 

Gen. James said that his bank had not 
felt the effect of vy! scarcity of gold, and 
to demonstrate the fact, he walked over to 
the teller’s cage and inquired how the gold 
deposits were running. He was informed 
that the bank was receiving in deposits 
$4,000 and $5,000 in gold each day, and 
that but little was drawn out. 

George G. Williams, President of the 
Chemical National Bank, was well satisfied 
with the situation. 

“To my way of thinking,” he said, ‘‘the 
President’s letter meets the situation fully 
and at the propertime. It is a document 
which has the right ring. There is no un- 
certainty about it whatever. It emphati- 
cally commits the Government to the policy 
of maintaining the parity between gold 
and silver, and thatis just what the coun- 
try wants and expects. Such a declaration 
as that of President Cleveland’s does away 
with the uncertainty which, in business, is 
almost worse than actual calamity. 

“The public need have no apprehension 
of the gold reserve being moderately 
trenched upon. Itis to be presumed that 
if the reserve should become seriously im- 
paired the Government will take steps to 
restore it by the sale of bonds, or such 
other means as may seem best. There is 
undoubtedly plenty of gold in the country 
and if no apprehension is aroused—an 
there certainly should be nothing of the 
kind now—the gold will soon come out 
from its hiding places.” 
James T. Woodward, President of the 

anover National Bank, said: ‘“‘ President 
Cleveland’s public declaration is a bold, 
straightforward statement, just what the 
country needed. I think thatit will have 
the eftect of removing from the publio 
mind all fear of financial danger. The 
statement satisfies a popular desire for just 
such an assurance, and it will be appreci- 
ated by the people.” 

Mr. Woodward did not care to say any- 
thing about the prospective attitude of the 
banks of this city toward the United 
States Treasury. That was a matter to be 
considered by itself, he remarked. 

There was, last night, an expectation on 
the part of some who discussed the confer- 
ence of the New-York bankers and Assist- 
ant Treasurer Jordan that Secretary Car- 
lisle would bein this city to-day and confer 
with prominent financiers. 

A friend of the Secretary, who reached 


‘the city from Washington last evening, 


said to a New-Yorx Times reporter at the 
Hoffman House that Mr. Carlisle would 
not come to the city until he came with 
others of the Cabinet to witness the naval 
parade. 

“‘Isaw Mr. Carlisle to-day,” he said, 
“and he told me he would not come to 
New-York before Wednesday, and if the 
situation seemed to require his presence in 
Washington he would not come then. 

‘“The results of the conference of Mr. 
Jordan and the bankers, J understand, was 
telegraphed to Washington this afternoon. 
If Secretary Carlisle comes here Wednes- 
day it will be for social engagements only, 
and no formal conference is contemplated 
on the financial situation while he is 
here.” 

Senator George G, Vest of Missouri, who 
is at the St. James Hotel, discussed the 
statement made by President Cleveland 
yesterday morning. 

“It is a manly, frank statement,” said 
Senator Vest, * and reflects Mr. Cleveland’s 
well-known views on national finances. It 
will doubtless have the effect of steadying 
business to some extent. 

“The solution of the present problem 
must be the free coinage of silver. The 
people demand more money. The fact that 
we are how ona gold basis is emphasized 
by the present state of things, which has 
been predicted on the floor of the Senate 
more than once.” 

‘* Ought the Secretary of the Treasury to 
issue bonds to meet the present emer- 
whe ?” Mr. Vest was asked. ' 

“While 1 do net believe the law is man- 
saneey on the Secretary to protect any en- 
croachment on the gold reserve, I believe 
that the Secretary of the Treasury has au- 
thority to do so if he sees fit. Bonds may 
be issued if necessary to protect the public 
credit, but I do net think the present situa- 
tion is such as to require an issue, 

“T have the utmost faith in the Govern- 
ment’s desire and ability to protect its 
credit, and I think the people generally 
have such a degree of confidence that the 
present situation is not alarming.” 

Senator W. D. Washburn of Minnesota 
arrived at the Fifth Avenue Hotel last 
night. He said he did not feel disposed to 
worn over the present situation. 

* There is no way to stop the export of 
gold,” he said. “The recent large ship- 
ments abroad are due to speculation by 
brokers, and to the natural demands 
growing out of the trade relations between

CANADA'S VIEW OF IT. 


Talk of a Possible Gold Premium—Criti- 


cism of Mr. Carlisle's Course, 


Orrawa, Ontario, April 24.—The finan- 
cial situation in the States is actively can- 
vassed here by bankers and business men. 
Mr. B. E. Walker, manager of the Bank of 
Commerce, said: 

“TI am not sure there would be very much

premium. We did business for seventeen 
years with the States when gold was ata 
premium and the trade was profitable. It 
introduces the element of fluctuating ex- 
change instead of steady exchange, 
and persons who are sharp will 
make money. As prudent bankers we, 
of course, prefer a steady rate. 
Very little injury would be done by the 
discount of American money in Canada. 
Except in the border towns and the Nortb- 
west, very little silver money is taken by 
Canadian banks. Much greater loss might 
be sustained in notes and bank checks and 
paper between the two countries, but little 
would be heard of it, as each man would 
settle his own affairs and not speak of it. 

**Do not misunderstand me as wishing 
to see gold ata premium. It would not be 
a good thing, for panics never do business 
any good. It would affect our trade by 
increasing the price of the goods Canada 
has to sell. But the gestion is, will prices 
be so much higher as to make up for the 
discount in their money? I will not say 
whether they will; no one can. 

“I think Secretary Carlisle should issue 
gold bonds. I think he would be working 
a terrible blunder in not doing so, to allay 
popes excitement. If he refuses to do 80

OFFERS FROM THE WEST. 


"No Trouble Expected at Present—Mr. Jor- 
dan’s Efforts. 


WasHINGTON, April 24.—The authorita- 
‘tive statement of Mr. Cleveland yesterday 
in which he announced the present and 
future policy of the Administration rela- 
tive to the use of the gold reserve has 
taken the edge off the excitement that fol- 
lowed the actof the Secretary of the Treas- 
ury in dipping into the reserve fund, If 
there has been any danger of a financial 
fiurry, that danger appears now to have 
passed. 

Under the interpretation of Mr. Cleve- 
land’s statement, the reserve is to be treated 
simply as so muchcashin the Treasury, and 


whether the aggregate rises or falls a few 
millions a day becomesa matter of little 
concern. Consequently Me little interest 
was manifested to-day at the department 
in regard to the financial situation. 

Some offers of the yellow metal were re- 
ceived from the West and accepted, and 
Treasurer Jordan, at New-York, it was re- 
ported, had also received a considerable 
amount of gold certificates. 

Secretary Carlisle left the Treasury De- 
partment early this afternoon. He could 
not be seen in regard to the report from 
New-York that at a conference with 
New-York bankers Sub-Treasurer Jor- 
dan had received $20,000,000 in gold 
from the bankers in exchange for 
greenbacks. The older Treas officials 
who served under Mr. Jordan while he was 
United States Treasurer held himin high 
esteem as a man of many ideas and fruitful 
in resources, and they believe he will be 
successful in his undertaking to replenish 
the gold in the Treasury.

Boston, April 24.—Ata meeting of the 
Clearing House Association, which includes 
allthe national banks in this city, this 
resolution was unanimonsly adopted: 

“The associated banke of Boston, relying 
upon the ability and determination of the 
Government to maintain gold payments, 
hereby tender to the Secretary of the 
Treasury, one-half of the gold reserve held 
by them, in exchange for legal tender 
notes, and the Clearing Honse Uommitee 
ia directed to carry out the terms of this 
resolution.”

— from $7,000,000 to $10,000,000 in 
gold.

It would afford 
only temporary relief, they assert. The

ROMANOE OF SQUIRREL INN. 


Mr. Stockton’s Delightful Story Told Again 


in the Form of a Play. 


The first public performance in New- York of 
the four-act conversational play made from 
Frank Stockton’s tale of *‘ Squirrel Inn” by Mr. 
Stockton himself and Eugene W. Presbrey was 
given last night at Palmer's Theatre. This 
piece was presented on the second subscription 
night of the Theatre of Arts and Letters early 
in the Winter, and has since been publicly per- 
forme’ in Boston and Brooklyn. ; 

While it is wholly devoid of the element of 
suspense and contains no strikirtg “situations,” 
this piece will doubtless be found diverting and 
refreshing by many intélligent playgoers. Mr. 
Stockton’s vein of whimsical humor, revealed 
in such tales as ‘“‘The Late Mrs. Null,” “ The 


Hundredth Man,” and ‘The House of Martha,” 
could not be fairly expected to produce the 
shrieks of laughter from the multitude that are 
called out by contemporary farce. 

his humor is fanciful and delicate. Its re- 
sponse is the smile, not the gutfaw. But in 
“Squirrel Inn” it is associated with real human 
nature, and Stephen Petter's Summer boarders 
are as agreeable a lotof folks as one can ever 
hope to meet in fiction or in real life. 

The single scene is the dooryard of Squirrel 
Tnn in the Catskills. Here the personages meet 
and talk. There is a little lovemaking and a 
little jealousy. The romance is slight, but well 
defined, The satire is gentle, but understand- 
able. 

Mra. Chrystie, a young widow, is there with 
her year-old baby. The baby’s nurse is Miss Ida 
Mayberry, who teavhes moral philosophy in 
Winter, but is too sensible to waste her 
time or her hard-earned money in the Sum- 
mer.

MONTESQUE'S ST, LOUIS CAREER. | 


He Shot Four Men, Was Tried for Murder, 


and Discharged as Insane. 


ST. Lours, April 24.—Count Gonsalve Mon- 
tesque, the Frenchman who shot (our men in 8t. 
Louis in 1849, two of whom died, and who was 
acquitted of the crime on the ground of in- 
sanity, died yesterday in a« sanitarium near 
Paria. 

Count Montesque and his brother Raymond 
made 4 tour of the United States, and St. Louis 
being pre-eminentiy a French olty then, they 
were received by its citizens in great style and 
splendor. The two Frenchmen stopped at the 
old City Hotel, kept by Theron Barnum, whose 
son isnow a prominent Democratic politician 
of New-York. 

A few nights after they arrived at the hotel 
they entered the room of Barnum and the 
Count shot him. A second later William 
Albert Jones, who had the next room, was shot. 
Then H. M. Henderson and Capt. W. R. Hab- 
bell, who had rushed into the hall to see what 
the trouble was, were shot. 

Jones died instantly and Barnum lingered a 
few days. The Krenchmen were tried twice, 
and on the second trial the Count confessed and 
was acquitted, the jury deolaring him insane. 
The brother was exonerated. 


OBITUARY, 
ADOLPHE FRANCK. 

The death is announced in Paria of Adolphe 
Franck, philosopher, member of the Académie 
des Sciences, Morales, et Politiques, whom Jules 
Simon cited, only ten days ago, as an evidence 


of the long life which attends arduous intellect- 
wal workers. 


He was born at Liocourt, Oct. 9, 1809, and 
was @ Professor of Philosophy in the College of 
Douaiin 1832. He was promoted to Nancy, 
then to Versailles, and in 1840 to the Charle- 
magne College in Paris. He was elected succes- 
sor to Edwardsin 1844 atthe Institute; assist- 
ant to Barthélemy Saint-Hilairein 1847 at the 
Sorbonne; Professor of Greek and Latin Philoso- 
phy at the Colloge de France in 1849; Professor 


of Natural and Civil Law at the same college in 
1856. He was appointed an Assistant Libra- 
rian of the Imperial Library, amember of the 
Superior Council of Public Instruction, Vice 
President of the Israelite Consistory, and in 
every office caused comment by his faculty for 
excessive labor. He was made a Commander 
of the Legion of Honor in 1869. 

His published works are “Esquisse d’une 
Histoire de la Logique,” 1838; “La Kabbale ou 
Philosophie Religieuse des Hébreux,” 1843; 
“Le Communisme Jugé par l’Histoire,” 1849; 
“Réformateurs et Pubdlicistes de 1’ Europe,” 
1863; “Philosophie du Droit Pénal,” 164; 
“Philosophie du Droit Ecoléalastique,” 1864; 
“La Philosophie Mystique en “France,” 
1866; ‘Philosophie et eligion,” 1867; 
“Morale Pour Tous,’ 1868; “ Moralistes 
et Philosophies,” 1871; ‘*Notices” on Mably, 
Paracelsus, Machiavelli, Thomas More, and 
others, and, in collaboration with several 
learned men, the ‘Dictionnaire des Sciences 
Philosophiques.” He was one of the writers of 
the Journai des Débats. 





COL. EDWARD H. WEBSTER. 


Col. Edward H. Webster, who died at his 
home, Ingleside, near Bel Air, Md., Monday, 
was one of the strongest of the Union leaders 
during the war in Maryland, and one of the 
ablest and best-known men in the State. He 
was ill with Bright’s disease for nearly six 
months. He was born in Maryland sixty-four 
years ago. His family was one of the oldestin 
the State. He graduated at Dickinson College, 
taught school, and studied law, and was nom- 
inated for State Attorney before ho- was ad- 
mitted to the bar. 

He was elected State Senator on the tieket of 
the American Party in 1855, and wasa Fillmore 


Elector in 1856. He was four times a member 
of Congress, being elected once when he had 
raised aregiment and was serving in the fleld. 

President Lincoln had Col. Webster’s commis- 
sion as Collector ef the Port of Baltimore when 
he was assassinated, and Col. Webster was aft- 
erward sor by President Johnson. He 
did not hold office again until 1882, when he 
was made Collector of the Port by President 
Arthur. Recently he had lived quietly at his 
home near Bel Air, where he was President of 
the Harford National Bank. He was a man of 
large wealth, 





EX-MAYOR C, 

Ex-Mayor ©. G. Pope of Bomerville, Mass., 
died Monday of pneumonia. Mr. Pope was 
born in Hardwick, Mass., Nov. 18, 1840. He was 
graduated from Tufts College in 1861. In 1864 
he went to Somerville as Principal of the Fos- 
ter School. In 1870 he became Principal of the 
Bunker Hill Behool in Charlestown, where he 


remained until 1874. He then entered the pro- 
fession of law, and soon became the junior 
partner of the law firm of Hammond & Popo. 

In 1878 he was appointed a special Justice of 
the Somerville Police Court. He bad been Pres- 
ident of the Commen Council, and was a mem- 
ber of the Legislature in 1876 and 1887. He 
has been a Trustee ef the Public Library and of 
Tufts College. He was also a member of the 
Executive Cemmittee of the Somerville Hos- 
pital and one of the prime movers in organizing 
the recent semi-centennial of the city. 

In 18/0 and 1891 he was Mayor of Somerville. 
Mayor Pope was & member of several secret so- 
cietics and a prominent clubman. He leaves a 
wife and one son.

The County Medical Society to Act with. 


Other Medical Organizations. 


The County Medical Society at its stated 
meeting last night discussed national quaran- 
tine and the protection of the Croton Water- 
ehed. The following resolutions were offered 
by Dr. Frederick R. Sturgis: 

Whereas, In the opinion of this society, in com- 
mon with that of other medical societies of this 
connty and city, it is of the most vital importance 
that a@ proper gonsemtine service should be estab- 
lishedin New-York as being one of the principal 
ports of entry into this country; 

Whereas, During last year it has been very 
evident that the means adopted by the sanitary 
authorities of the c.ty and country were by no 
means in accord with the more advanced ideas and 
practices of other civilized countries; 

Whereas, In this connection it is of vital im- 
portance that the action which has peen taken with 
sores to the purification of the water supply of this 
city shall be done scientifically, economically, and 
with some due regard to sanitary and legal knowl- 
euge; therefore be it 

Hesolved, Thatthe President of the Medical So- 
eicty of the County of New-York is respectfuily re- 

uested to appoint a committee of five of ite mem- 

re to confer and act with the Quarantine and Wa- 
tershed Committees of the New-York Academy of 
Medicine aud with such other committees engaged 
in similar work as it may deem fit and proper. 

Dr. August Seibert, who was in Hamburg 
during the cholera epidemic,speaking to the res- 
lutions, said that in Hamburg ina single street 
upon one side for along distance each house 
had a case of cholera, while upon the 
other side of the etreet not a case was 
to be found. This was explained by the fact 

that when there was no disease the water used 
came irom the Altonasupply with acentralsand 
filtration. Hamburg, which supplied the dis- 
ease-ridden side of the street with water, had 
no filtration system. 

New-York, Dr. Seibert held, should adopt 
@ome plan like that in Altona, London, and 
other places and purify ite water by a method 
acknowledged to free it of pathogenic germe. 

It was pointed out by the President that the 
society was not to be committed to any plan, 
but to act with other bodies. When the resolu- 
‘tions were passed the following committee to 
Fepresent the organization was named: Dr. 
Daniel Lewis, J. West Roosevelt, Henry D. 
oe William A. Erving, and Frederick R. 
‘Bturgis. 

The society also took action looking toward 
She establishment of a central bureau for sup- 

lying trained nurses, which shall un- 

er the supervision of the organization. 
Dr. Langdon Carter Gray explained the 
mecd of such a bureau in this ay. 
Be said there were such institutions in 
‘Boston, Philadelphia, and Brooklyn, and he

Brooklyn Aldermen. 


A motion to continue the prelimimary ‘injunc- 
tion recently granted fagainst the Common 
Council, the [Mayor, the Nassau ; Electric Rail- 
road Company, and the City of Brooklyn was 
made by William J. Gaynor, in the Supreme 
“Peng Brooklyn, yesterday, )before.Justice Cul- 

n. 

Mr. Gaynor made the motion on behalf of 
John Adameon, a citizen and taxpayer of Brook- 
lyn, whose object is to prevent the Common 
Council from granting a franchise to the Nas- 
sau Railroad Company to operate a trolley 
Tailroad. 


In his argument, Mr. Gaynor held that the 
franchise was given to the company by the 
Council withont authority and without follow- 
ing the method prescribed by law, which, he 
said, forbade the granting of a franchise with- 
out firet inviting proposals in four of the news- 
papers of the city for six weeks. The law’s 
provisions required, he said, that the franchise 
2znust be given to the applicant who would carry 
passengers at the lowest rate of fare. Offers of 
money for franchises must also be considered 
and all persons and companies afforded full op- 
portunity to compete. 

Corporation Counsel Jenks opposed the mo- 
tion. He maintained that he knew of no per- 
fons OF corporations who were willing to bid 
jor the franchise. The action of the Common 
Counell was notin violation of any of the pro- 
Visions of the city’s charter, he said, and there 
ae no allegation of any fraudulent or wasteful 
ac

BAD FOR INSURANOE OOMPANIES. 


The State Superintendent Likely to Shut 
Them All Out of Kansas. 


TOPEKA, Kan, April 24.—Attorney General 
Little will file an opinion of unusual interest to 
all fire insurance companies doing business in 
this State. He decides that in all cases where 
there is a violation of the State anti-trust 
law, which forbids combines or trusts, the 
Superintendent of Insurance should at once re- 
voke the licenses of the companies doing busl- 
ness in Kansas. 

He asserts that the insurance companies, 


through local boards and by a combination of 
the general officers, have advanced the rates 
for insurance since the passage of the law last 
Winter requiring all total losses to be paid in 
full, as represented in the policies. 

When suit was bronght against a local broker 
two years ago, the insurance companies set up 
the defense that,if there was a violation, it 
was a Violation of the Federal laws. The court 
held otherwise, and an appealto the Supreme 
Court sustained the lower court. 

The Attorney General's opinion, given for the 
benefit of the Superintendent of Insurance, will 
cause that officer to revoke the licenses of all 
companies, the raising of rates being taken by 
him ae prima facie evidence that such a com- 
bine exists. From such revocation there is nu 
possible vag’ 

In addition there are heavy penalties for con- 
tinuing in business gafter license has been re- 
voked. There is some doubt as to the correct- 
ness of the opinion to be rendered, but it will be 
acted upon as though it were good law, all the 
State officers being in harmony.

The Receiver’s Effort to Secure the Liens} 
of Judgment Debtors Whose Claims Are’ 
Inferior to the Bondholders—An In-* 
creased Broadway Rental—The Sales at’ 
Auction. 


Some new interest was given among real 
estate men yesterday by the announcement of- 
the court proceedings with regard to the pro- 
posed sale of the Manhattan Athletic Club 
House. The sale is announced for Wednesday, 
by Mr. Peter F. Meyer, at the New-York Real 


‘Estate Salesroom in the Trinity Building. 


- Several difficulties have, however, been met 
' with by the receiver. The olaims which he 
_ Fepresents are subordinate to the liens of the 
first and second mortgage bondholders, and 
any sale he might make could not affect their 
interests. If the property should bring less 
than the amounts requisite to pay the bond- 
holders’ claims, the purchaser could take noth- 
ing. He must tirst satisfy the prior claims. 

_A committee of the second mortgage bond- 
holders was appointed some time ago to seo if 
Sheir interests could not be in some way 8e- 
cured. There was one proposition that these 
bondholders should deposit their bonds with 
the committee and submit to a scaling down of 


their claims. Such ao plan would only become 


- ‘pperative im case the holders of allsuch bonda 
eonsented, and these “consents have not been 
obtained. The committee, therefore, is not pay- 
ing any attention to the proposed sale, and will, 
in case of a failure to sell under the receiver's 
order, begin foreclosure proceedings or wait for 
the first mortgage bondholders to begin them. 

The significance of the receiver’s action in 
having the court permit him to postpone the 
sale if not enough is realized to pay the bond- 
holders and the judgment creditors as well, is 
in its effort to protect these latter persons, who 
etherwise might whistie for their money or elee 
sue individual Directors or members. If, 
therefore, the sale on Wednesday should result 
in no bid higher than $737,000 there will be no 
sale. 

An instance was given yesterday of the up- 
ward tendency of Broadway rentals which has 
some significance. ‘The lease of a building near 
Nineteenth Street is about expiring. At pres- 
ent the rent is $16,500 per annum. The lessee 
asked for terms of renewal some months ago. 
‘The best he was able te do was to get the same 
premises for five years to come at the rate of 
$24,000 perannum. Another offer of $23,000 
per year for twenty-one years te come was 
ready incase he failed to make terms with the 
landlord.

MO DELAY FROM THE STRIKE 


WORLD'S FAIR OARPENTERS RE- 
FUSE TO STOP WORK. 





Their Relations'with the Management Per- 
fectly Satisfactory—The Big Stand for 
the Opening Ceremonies to be Completed 
To-day—A Strong Fight to Secure the 
Opening of the Fair on Sundays to be 
Made in the Commission—Photograph- 
ing the Correspondents. 


“CHICAGO, April 24.—The strike ordered Sun- 
@ay by the Centra! Council of carpenters, as far 
as it affected the World’s Fair, was failure. 
Every carpenter, union and non-union, em- 
ployed by the Exposition Company, reported 
for duty to-day, and nothing was heard or said 
about the resolution calling out all the men em- 
ployed on buildings where non-union carpenters 


were working. 

At the present time there are about 400 car- 
penters employed by the Exposition Company. 
Possibly half of these belong to labor organiza- 
tions. When they went to work this morning, 
no one seemed to have been informed of the 
action taken by the union Sunday, and they be- 
littled the strike. The men feel that the matter 
was satistactorily settled the last time it came 
up and expressed nothing but disgust when told 
that they had been ordered out. No official 
notification was given to the World’s Fair offi- 
cials, and Exposition Carpenter Ferguson de- 
clared that no matter what the pressure brought 
to bear by the council, not more than ten 
men in his entire force would go out. More- 
over, he is ina position to do the work of the 
exposition without the assistance of union men. 
The carpenters are far ahead of the other work- 
men, and applicants for employment are turned 
away every hour of the day. There is no lack 
of men, and carpenters applying fer work are 
never asked whether they belong to any labor 
organization. 

Early this morning Chief Carpenter Ferguson 
detailed a large force of men to begin work on 
the platform at the east front of the Adminis- 
tration Building, where the opening ceremonies 
next Monday will be held. The noise of the 
hammers and saws was heard all daylong. By 
Tuesday night the big stand will be completed 
and turned over to the decorators. Early in the 
week the platform will be ready for the recep 
tion of the dignitaries who will see President 
Cleveland “* touch off” the exposition. 

United States Senator and World’s Fair Com- 
missioner A. C. Beckwith, of Wyoming, 1s de- 
termined that the World’s Fair shall be open on 
Sunday. and will make a most earnest appeal 
to the commission, which will take up this 
question Tuesday, to throw wide the gates on 
that day. that ail may sec. He has the assur- 
ance that many of his confreres will stand by 
him in this effort. “ 1 have a plan of action be- 
fore the commission,” remarked the Senator, 
“ which I may carry out to secure the opening 
ef the fair. If the greater minds 
of the commission agree that we 
have aright to proceed, I will do my best to 


secure the passage of a resolution that will 
make Sunday the labor man’s day. The sense 
of the resolution will be: Open the gates each 
Sunday and eharge no admission. Let every 
working man who otherwise would have no op- 
portunity to see the fair, go to that great mu- 
geum of instruction and better his condition. 

“The fair will not be injured financially by 
this just act. Untold thousands will be here to 
see it, and they must necessarily spend days in 
making exhaustive researches. The fair must 
be open on Sunday. Itis the rightof aman to 
see it, and how we can legislate to Keep it closed 
on the day of all days for the workingman I 
cannot see. 

“I can even now see a gigantic opposition to 
this proposition. The clergy will madly declare 
that the sinful thousands will flock to the things 
earthly at the fair ground and forget God. They 
will deciare that having the fair open on Sun- 
day free of cost will be worse than opening it 
Sunday at the regular price. I would forestall 
their venom by making arrangements to assign 
certain parts of tbe grounds to representative 
ministers of every denomination, where they 
could go and preach, each to his flock according 
to their beliefs. I know the ministers will not 
like this. Their excuse will be that they cannot 
leave their churches to preach out in the 
open air in the hot sun’s rays or exposed to in- 
clemencies of the weather. They will be still 
further displeased because of the further order 
that might be emvodied in the Sunday opening 
resolution that no tithes be collected from those 
who gather to hear the ministers. There is 
where the shoe will pinch the hardest. As it is 
now, the saloon element and the clergy are 
working side by side against the fair and for 
their own pockets.”” 

Commissioner &t. Clair of West Virginia is also 
an advocate of the open Sunday. Ho said to- 
day: “‘The question will come up before the 
commission to-morrow. I am inolined to be- 
lieve that there are enough friends of the open 
Sunday in our body to put the measure through 
kiting. Lamatirm believer in the open Sun- 
day, and I will fight for it.” 

Over 10,000 newspaper men and officials and 
employes of the fair have been photographed 
by the official photographer for term passes to 
the exposition. Thereis aconstant stream of 
men and woiven through the doors of the cheap 
wooden buliiding in which Photographer Gtbson 
does his work. It takes just three seconds for Mr. 
Gibson and his assistants to snap the camera on 
each individual. Each eitter holds against his 
breast a slate, on which are the numbers of his 
pass and of his plotograpb. ‘This is for further 
identification. There is no posing, and a man 
may sit with his hat and overcoat on or off. 
There has been a great deal of oriticism of the 
scheme, but the officials justify it by referring 
to the practice at the Paris Exposition. 

Mrs. Potter Palmer of the Board of Women 
Managers to-day issued an appeal for loans to 
the Women’s Buliding of the handiwork of the 
fisherwomen of the seaboard States. She de- 
sires representatives of their industrr for dec- 
oration purposes as well as for exhibition, the 
Women’s Building now lacking any collection 
of the sort. ae 

The Columbus caravels will be on exhibition 
in Chicago, although it is not now expected 
that they will arrive here by May 1. They will 
be brought via the Welland Canal, which, 
having a depth of nearly feet, will easily ac- 
commodate the 642 teet draught of the Santa 
Maria, Pinta, and Nila, provided they can be 
towed by schooners strong enough with a light 
draught 





COLUMBIAN GUARDS RESIGN, 


Dissatisfied with Their Pay and the Sys- 


tem of Promotions. 


CarIcaGo, April 24.—Columbian guards to the 
number of 161 sent in their resignations Sun- 
day night, and Col. Rice realized that he had a 
full-sized strike on his hands. The men who 
have resigned comprise 10 first sergeants, 
26 second sergeants, 50 duty sergeants, and 110 
of the privates. 

The trouble has been brewing for some time, 
but the wholesale resignation of the men was 
anunwelcome eurprise to Col. Rice. Nearly 
two months ago the men applied for a raise in 
wages. They were paid $60amonth. They de- 
manded $70, but did not get it. “They were 


not inclined to discuss the ecale of wages,” said 
one of the men, *‘andso we decided to quit. 
Then, besides, we were not fairly treated in the 
matter of promotions. I joined the guard at its 
inception, and I am today just where I started. 
Young aristocrats from the East, sons of army 
otlicers, as arule, have been put over my head, 
not from werit, bat from ‘pull.’ Our work has 
increased 100 per oent., but our salary has re- 
mained stationary. 





EXHIBITS FROM TRENTON, 

TRENTON, April 24.—Six carloads of heavy 
exhibits left this place to-day for the World’s 
Fair. They were produced at the two large es- 
tablishments of Cooper, Hewitt & Co. here. 

The Trenton Iron Company will show machin- 
ery and wire rope and wire tramways, as well 
8 music and piano wires, the manufacture of 
which is a new industry in this country, intro- 








duced six months ago and ‘already sufficiently 
developed to bring it in competition with the 
European producers. 

This company will erect a wire tramway that 
will be worked on the grounds. It will carry all 
the material used in the Mines and Mining 
Building. An ore yard has been established on 
the grounds, and the ore will be transported by 
the tramway to the stamping and crushing 
mills. The cars will pass over the main avenue 
of the grounds near the general station and over 
the tracks of the elevated road. The ears will 
then go into a tunnel. 

The New-Jersey Steel and Iron Company, op- 
erated by the same company, will show a model 
span of the New-York elevated railroads 
erected by it and a model draw one-fourth 
the size of the drawbridge at Burlington. on the 
Burlington and eg! Railroad. It will 
also show details of the intricate work placed 
in the large Bellefontaine bridge over the Mis- 
sissippi at St. Louis. 





ALGERIANS FOR THE FAIR. 


Over Fifty of Them Arrive on the Touraine 
+Dance on Ellis Island. 


Abont fifty Algerian men and women landed 
from the Frenoh vessel La Touraine on Sunday 
morning, and spent afew hours as the official 
guests of Gen. O’Bierne before taking cara for 
Chicago. They came ashore with loud shouts 
and singing, going as if in procession to sacrifice 
to their gods. 

In the lead marched a tall fellow carrying a 
short pole, from the top of which waved a big 
bush of black horse hair. Behind him another 
man carried a pole from which fluttered a 
white-bordered green banner, blazoned with the 
white crescent. Then came a group playing 


upon strange instruments, making such awful 
music as had never before echoed through that 
castellated landing shed. There were drums, 
tom-toms,.and a few fifes, and one or two ex- 
traordinary stringed instruments of primitive 
construction, which consisted of a few strings 
hitched upon a long rod running through a 
brazen ball. The melodies produced by this 
weird harp were enough to surprise the most 
hardened listener. : 

Almost every one of the party had the front 
half of his head shaved, according to the fash- 
ion in Algiers, where it is considered « desirabie 
thing to have the sun in theireyes. The dresses 
were in all the colors of the rainbow, with the 
addition of at least seventy-tive secondary 
colors not to be found elsewhere outside of 
South Kensington Museum. The loose burnoose 
of woolen material, suited for a traveling cos- 
tume, was the distinctive feature of this dress. 
Some wore little, dark-colored jackets, some 
loose cloaks, and many of the men wore wide 
Turkish trousers with high-laced shoes or slip- 
pers. Some heads were covered with the fez, 
some with parti-colored turbans, some with 
strange rolls of rags. 

As they marched upon the landing, they sang, 

chattered, laughed, squalled, and gabbled in 
concert. When they reached their quarters they 
squatted aboutin groups, the varied hues of 
their attire making an eifective mass of color 
through which their dark, animated faces were 
soattered like trutiies in an omelet. There were 
six children in the party, ranging in age from 
three to seven years. The men were of medium 
stature and of fairly xood presence. All the 
women were comely, and half a dozen were 
epecially attractive, their beauty being of that 
type once described as ** somewhat large and 
languishing and lazy.” Their eyes were big 
and lustrous, and their skins about the color of 
@ quadroon’s. Among the men was one dis- 
tinctly red-headed person, who seemed to pose 
tor an Adonis. 
They whiled away their hours of waiting by 
singing anddancing. One of the girls, scarcely 
fifteen yeare old, posed lightly in the circle of 
squatting men and women, and the musicians 
played such a droning air as the Indian snake 
charmers affect in their incantations. The girl 
litted her burnoose at the sides with the tips of 
her fingers, rising and falling slightly upon her 
toes. The audience took up the cadence in a 
low, humming sound. The girl’s body began to 
eway slightly from side to side. She advanced 
toward aman squatted in the circle, who half 
rose and sang louder, beating time with his 
hands. The others joined in beating time, and 
the girl advanced, retreated, bowed, swayed, 
and twisted her burnoose about. 

Her face grew more animated, her eyes 
sparkled, and her movements grew quicker 

he music grew louder and louder and the girl’s 
dance increased in vehemence until every 
muscle of her body seemed to be brought into 
play. She did not kick up her feet—they did 
not leave the floor; but herarms waved about 
her head, her body swayed and writhed, and 
tremors seemed to pass upward from her toes 
and leave her inthe shaking of her dark hair, 
which fell on her shoulders. The dance lasted 
for nearly ten minutes and at its conclusion the 
young performer was wildly applauded, as she 
sank exhausted upon a pile of baggage, and the 
whole crowd broke into a weird, fierce song.

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A ROMANCE IN REAL LIFE. 


In Which the Villain Played a Successful 
Role Until His Death. ,« 


TOPEKA, April 24.—A touching incident was 
witnessed at the Missourl Pacific station in At- 
chison last night. When the evening train ar- 
rived, a middle-aged German woman was one of 
the first passengers to alight. No sooner was 
she on the platform than she was clasped in the 
arms ofa big, broad-shouldered coantryman. 
The woman cried and sobbed like a child as she 
fellinto his arms and clung to him, while he 
laughed and oried regardless of the surround- 
ings. The parties were Mr. and Mrs. Henry 
Weichman, who had been separated for twenty 
years, each supposing the other dead. Mrs. 


Weichman had arrived direct from Germany 
for the purpose of joining her husband, who 
lives in Osborne County. 

They came to this country from Germany in 
1869, locating In Pennsylvania. Four years 
later Mrs. Weichinan was called back to her old 
home in Germany to settle up her father’s 
estate, she being one of five heirs inheriting 
about $130,000 in cash and bonds, besides valu- 
able landed interests in Beriin and Hamburg. 
soon after her departure her husband went to 
Calitornia, where he remained a year, and then 
went to the Biack Hills, where he engaged in 
mining. While at Deadwood, Weichman met a 
young man named Car! Kollatz, whom he had 
known in Germuny, and who had been an un- 
successful suitor ior Mrs. Weichman’s hand 
before her marriage or even before her engage- 
ment. 

Kollatz soon learned of the good fortune of 
the woman he had once loved and determined 
to make one more attempt to secure her hand, 
and at the same time her fortune. He suddenly 
disappeared from Deadwood, and aix weeks 
later landed at his old homein Hamburg. He 
at once sought out Mrs. Weichman and told her 
a sorrow!lul atory about her husband’s death. 
He intormed her that her husband had been sud- 
deuly killed in a disaster ina mine, where they 
both had been working many months. He pro- 
duced papers purporting tu have been sigued 
by several miners who had been working with 
them and who had witnessed the accident. He 
even delivered to the stricken woman some of 
the personal papers and letters which he had 
stolen from his workmate, and paid over to her 
asum of money which he represented as being 
the cash assets remaining after deducting fune- 
ral expenses. 

Mrs. Weichman believed the story, as did all 
her relatives, and she was easily persuaded to 
remain in Hamburg. A year later Kollatz be- 
gan paying attentions to the woman, who sup- 
posed herself a widow and soon after married 
her. He was a reckless, indolent fellow who 
had never before had the handling of much 
money, and in a few years he had spent 
more than half of the woman's fortune. She 
clung to him, believing that he loved her, es- 
pecially as she believed he had been such a 
friend to her husband, whose untimely death 
she oven then mourned. 

Six months ago Kollatz was fatally injured in 
a railroad wreck'and died a week later. The 
day before he died he made a confession in 
which he told the wronged woman of the base 
deception he had practiced. He persisted that 
he had allthe time loved her, and that money 
was not his only object. The coniession neariy 
drove the unfortunate woman crazy. Placing 
the mutter in the hands of ber relatives she con- 
tinued her attendance upon the man who had 
gaa her, and forty-eight hours after burie 

— ; 

Her relatives atonce opened correspondence 
with parties in Deadwood, and finally succeed- 
ed in locating Weichman at Downs, this State. 
He was dumfounded to learn that his wife was 
still alive, as he had received a letter from 
Hamburg soon after her arrival there stating 
that she had died very suddenly. This letter was 
signed by Mrs. Weichman’s brother, or at least 


“purported to be, and had been kept by Weich- 


man all these years. It contained a draft fora 
considerable sum, represented as being all that 
— of the wife’s share that did not revert to 

erfamily. Mr. Weichman mourned for twenty 
years, hever having a thought of :second mar- 
riage. When the truth came to his knowledge 
he arranged for his wife to come to this country 
and jvin him in his home here, which was ona 
well-tilled farm. The reunited pair left at once 
for the West and their new home. 


THE EX-QUEEN’S ALLOWANOE. 


Reduced Because 
Carter Going Back to Hawaii. 





Spent Improperly—Mr. 


WASHINGTON, April 24.—Commissioner Carter, 
representing the Hawaiian Provisional Govern- 
ment in this country for the past two months, 
called upon Secretary Gresham this morning 
and notified him that he had received the per- 
mission of his Government to return, and that, 
in pursuance of that permission, he would start 
tor San Francisco to-morrow and sail on the 
Belgic May 4. 

Subsequently Mr. Carter said that he had a 
very pleasant interview with Secretary Gresh- 
am, but that it had no political significance. 
The situation in Hawaii was quiet, and Mr. 


Carter said that be assumed the Secretary was 
awaiting definite advices from Commissioner 
Blount before any further steps should be 
taken. 

“Tam going back to see my baby, which was 
born since I left Hunolulu,” said Mr. Carter. 
* This is an opportune moment for a vacation 
after an attack of the grip. It was my intention 
to have started to-day on a tour of the South, 
but I have abandoned that programme for my- 
self, and will recommend to the provisional 
Government that it send some one more compe- 
tent to look into the prospects of negro immi- 
gration to Hawaii irom the South. Commis- 
sioner Thurston and Dr. Smith will remain. 
The advices that I have received indicate that 
the provisional Government is not only strongly 
intrenched, but is alert and watchfuL”’ 

Referring to the sensational reports in one of 
the New-York papers, Mr. Carter said that he 
saw no reason for the statements published. 
“These stories,” said he, “only indicate that 
the provisional Government is vigilant and 
that, necessarily, ithas encountered some op- 
position. The friends of the (Queen have stated 
openly that Mr. Blount intended to restore her 
to her throne. This I know is not true, but the 
friends of the Queen have use the statement 
to keep the natives stirred up and in an uncer- 
tain frame of mind. 

“Jtis not generally known in this country 
that the allowance for the support of the Queen 
has been reduced to $500 a month, and that 
this is now only paid her upon the condition 
that none of it is to be used for treasonable pur- 
poses. Much of the money set apartfor the 
Queen has been, up to this time, used for the 
purpose of exciting the people aud fostering an 
anti-American feeling. The natives are obild- 
ish and impressionable, and, although large 
numbers of them have been convinced that 
annexation is the best thing, these statements 
of the Queen’s friends have been utilized to 
hold them back from openly avowing their 
sentiments. A great number or those of etrong- 
er character have already joined the Annexa- 
tion Club.” 

The statement that the Royalists have re- 
ceived large accessions from the white element 
is vigorously denied by Mr. Carter. “It is not 
true,”’ said he, “ that the white population, or 
any considerable part of it, has deserted the 
provisional Government.

OANNOT DISCARD THE WIDOW. 


She Deceived Him, but Her Fraud is Not 
Enough to Break the Marriage Tie. 








When the Widow Kratch was left behind in 
this vale of tears seven years ago she found 
herself still a decidedly comely young person. 
She was only twenty-fouryears old, and she had 
euch afund of energy that she concluded to 
continue on her own account the saloon which 
her husband had established in West One Hun- 
dred and Thirty-seventh Street, near the Boule- 
vard. 

Among her customers was John J. Tait,’ a 
dapper young steambout engineer. After afew 
visita Tait and the widow became such fast 
friends that they seldom parted. In December, 
188Y, matters had reached such a stage that 
Tait was unable to dispute the assertion of the 
widow that she would soon become a mother, 
and when she demanded that he marry her he 
consented. The knot was tied on Dec. 5, and 
within a week, according to Tait, his bride con- 
fessed that she had deceived him about her 
fears regarding motherhood. 

“She said,” Tait swears, “she thought that if 
I married her I would make the best of it and 
live with her.” 

But he did not. Instead, he went toa lawyer 
and brought suit to have the marriage annulled 
on the ground of fraud. Judge Bischoff of the 
Court of Common Pleas dismissed hia suit. 
Then he brought the action in another form be- 
tore Judge McAdam of the Superior Court, with 
the result that he was defeated again in his aim 
to discard the former widow, who did not even 
putina defense. Judge McAdam handed down 
his opinion in the case yesterday. 

“The most important event of life,” said the 
Judge, “is marriage, the essence of which is 
consent, and when this is obtained by fraud the 
party guilty of the wrong cannot take advantage 
of it, while the other party, if he chooses, may 
make the marriage good. The fact of the mar- 
riage not having been consummated has in many 
instances influenced the court in favor of setting 
itaside. What ought to be done in this case? 
The plaintiff put nimeself by his own act into her 
power. The question presented came before 
the court in Hoffman against Hoffman, where it 
was held that if a woman pretends to a man 
that she is pregnant by him, and she is not 
pregnant at all, and he marries her believing 
her representation to be true, he cannot have 
the marriage set aside for this fraud. This case 
is conclusive against the present application.” 

The Judge declined to grant the decree asked 
for.

Two burglars were caught in Brooklyn yes- 
terday morning in the act of breaking open a

A 
hurried inspection showed him that men were 
moving about inside. He aummoned Policeman 
Janicke, and when Janioke came the two olfi- 
cers cautiously advanced into the store. The 
burglars had just begun work upon the safe 
when the peliceman sprang upon them, revoly- 
ers drawn, and ordered them to throw up their 
hands, which they promptly did. 

A complete outfit of burglarious implements 
was found with the men.. At the station house 
the men gave their names as James Cavillo and 
Charles Adams,and their ages as under twenty.

RATHER O'CONOR’S ASSERTION 





The Priest’s Deolaration That They Are 
Excites a Disposition Toward Resent- 
ment—Mr. Kellogg of the Charity Or- 
ganization Society Doubts If the Facts 
Sustain Such a Statement—Protestants, 
He Says, Take the Lead—Why More Is 
Heard of Catholic Charities. 


The managers of benevolent institutions 
and others who like to go about good work 
with the least possible display were dis- 
posed yesterday to resent a statement at- 
tributed to the Rev. J. F. X. O’Conor in his 
sermon at high mass at St. Francis Xavier's 
Church Sunday, in which he was reported 
as having made the following assertion: 
“It bas been said that Protestants are more 
charitable than Catholics. So far from this be- 
ing true, the charity of Catholics is not only 
more comprehensive and farther reaching, but 
involves more self-sacrifice and true religious 
feeling. 

“Tt has recently becomes fashion, a fad of the 
hour, among Protestant ladies to undertake 
slumming expeditions into the poverty-stricken 
districts of this and other great cities. How 
much of the true spirit of divine charity is 
manifested in this sort of thing? Often is it not 
merely taken up as a new sensation, to be given 
up ss an old glove is thrown aside when the 
wearer is tired of it? 


“There is too mach self-advertising in many 
Protestant forms of charity, though some, of 
course, are praiseworthy and conducted with the 
proper motives. 

*Catholio charity is not fasbioned in this mold. 
Its object is purely and simply the relief of 
ss and notthe glorification of individ- 

When this statement was shown yes- 

terday to Charles D. Kellogg, the General 
Secretary of the Charity Organization So- 
ciety, Mr. Kellogg said: 
“Itis very doubtful if any such state- 
ment could be sustained by the facts. Our 
society does not take part in discussions of 
this kind. We prefer rather to confine 
ourselves to the functions for which we 
are organized and to act as the channel for 
dispensing charity through any and all 
agencies in this city. 

“In the capacity of guides to the charit- 
able we have all the work that we can 
manage. We never ask a dollar for distri- 
bution for charity and never do anything 
for display. It is our purpose rather to in- 
vestigate for those who wish to make dis- 
bursements and to report upon the charac- 
ter of charities in which they may be 
interested. 

“In order to do that work we spend 
about $35,000 per year, and it has been 
pretty well demonstrated that this ex- 
penditure takes the place of what would 
be a very much larger outlay unless some 
such organization as ours existed. We 
think that by spending $35,000 per year 
we effect an actual saving to the charitable 
of $350,000.” 

“Do Catholic charities, as they come un- 
der your observation, exceed in number or 
extent the charities of Protestants ?.” 

“Rather more is heard of Catholic chari- 
ties than of those conducted by the Prot- 
estants,” said Mr. Kellogg, *‘ because the 
recipients of Catholic charity more often 
seek the courts in order that Catholic in- 
stitutions may get the benefit of per capita 
allowances for their inmates. The Protest- 
ants take the lead in the volume of chari- 
ties. In regard to the far-reaching effects 


to be secured I do not know how anything 
decisive can be said.” ; 

“What amount of money is spent in 
charities in New-York yearly ?” 

“ About $9,000,000 per year.” 

**Do you know how it is distributed?” 

“For public institutions we spend about 
2,200, , private institutions about 

,000,000, and the balance is distributed 
through various societies, homes, and the 
like,maintained by religious organizations. 
This aggregate also allows for the average 
of neqpants to charities within the City of 
New-York.” : 

“ What religious denomination spends the 
most money in this direction ? ” 

“The Episcopalians take the lead with a 
regular annual expenditure of about $400,- 
000 ; the Catholics come next, giving to their 
charitable institutions asum not quite as 
large, but, perhaps, very close to it. The 
figures of expenditures of religious denom- 
inations haye been compiled in the form of 
a table, which shows that the Episcopali- 
ans maintain 103 churches and congrega- 
tions with charitable and beneficent so- 
cieties, while the Roman Catholics have 
but 85. The total for all the Churches is 
590. The Methodists follow the Catholics 
with 70, the Presbyterians with 75, the 
Baptists with 51, and the Hebrews with 
50.’ 

ae gifts to charity are made an- 
nually by some of the rich families in the 
city, are they not?” Mr. Kellogg was 
asked. 

‘Yes, some of the families are quite gen- 
erous, but a great deal of money is wasted 
by indiscriminate charity or charity con- 
ducted by individuals, and year by year 
those who are charitably inclined tind it 
much better for themselves to make their 
disbursements through organizations whose 
business it is to keep track of the condi- 
tion of the poor and to expose unworthy 
cases.” 

“How extensive has been the work of 
your organization in that respect?” 

‘We have on our books the names of 
about 175,000 families.” 

“And what is your method of determin- 
ing whether or not applicauts for charity 
are pines Mi 

“We make a thorough investigation into 
the case of every applicant, learning where 
the applicant lives and by what means, 
what may have keen the causes of poverty, 
and what may be the prospects of a better 
condition aud everything that a person 
charitably disposed may wish to know 
toward one to whom help would be extend- 
ed if it were really deserving. 

“It is sometimes necessary in investiga- 
tion of cases to submit reports not only to 
the person at whose request we have inves- 
tigated, but perhaps to one or twochurches 
or benevolent institutions upon whom the 
applicant may have some sort of claim. It 
is always our preference not to give direct- 
ly to an applicant, but whenever it may be 
desirable for us to do that we are willing 
to act as the agent of the donor. Such do- 
nations go to the donors’ account, not to 
ours.” 

‘Would it be an easy matter to show 
how inuch money is expended in charity 
annually by Protestant institutions?” 

“Hardly an easy matter,” Mr. Kellogg 
replied, “although our directory of New- 
York charities gives a great deal of in- 
formation upon that point. I cannot see 
that any benefit would come from detail- 
ing the expenditures of institutions, 
whether Protestant or Catholic. In many 
cases expenditures do not really show 
what benefits may have been extended. 
The amounts of expenditures vary froma 
few thousand dollars yearly to a few hun- 
dred thousands by the various benevolent 
societies, but the purpose of a society 
spending a litthe money may be served 
quite as well in its own line of work as can 
the pepene of a larger society in a line of 
work involving much greater ex pense. 

‘The classilfied list of charities in this 
city includgs 28 institutions maintained by 
the city or giving State or National aid, 83 
of which provide temporary relief of dis- 
tress, 51 which eve relief of special kinds 
and for special classes, 26 which extend re- 
lief to foreigners,i 67 which afford per- 
manent relief of distress other than to the 
sick and defective, 101 which give medical 
and gurgical relief, 16 which give relief to 
the defective and afflicted, 16 reforma- 

tories, 49 religious and moral institutions 
maintained by charity, and 183 miscel-

laneous bonevolencies which include cheap 


ries, and their improvement associations. 

There are also maintained in the city 
78 mutual and provident societies.” 

“Is it tho business of your organization 
to keep track of large gifts or bequests for 
charity ?” 

‘*‘No; we do not make that our business, 
although we try to keep informed upon 
such matters because we are interested in 
the general work, and naturally wish to 
know the directions in which benevolen- 
cies of this kind are extended. Among our 
own subscribers, of whom there are more 
than 2,300, are persons who habitually 
give in generous amounts to charity. 

‘The building which we occupy is in it- 
self a monument to charity. It is the gift 
of John 8. Kennedy to our society, to the 
Association for Improving the Condition of 
the Poor, and to the City Mission and 
Tract Society. It represents an expendi- 
ture of about $700,000, and is one of the 
most magnificent gifts ever made by a 
benevolent and public-spirited citizen. 

“The newspapers report béquests from 
time to time which indicate the interest in 
charity among the rich. The estate of the 
widow of Robert L. Stuart was given_al- 
most entirely to religious charities. En- 
dowments for educational work, which 
may be generally classed under the com- 
prehensive head of charity, have been ma- 
terially assisted within a year or two by 
the gift of $3,600,000 to the Chicago Uni- 
versity by John D. Rockefeller. P. D. Ar- 
mour has given $1,500,000 to the Armour 
Institute in Chicago. 

“The Drexel Institute in Philadelphia 
and the Pratt Institute in Brooklyn are 
monuments to the benevolence of mep in 
whose hearts was the largest charity. Miss 
Mary E. Garrett of Baltimore has given 
agate to Johns Hopkins University. C. 

. Huntington has given $100,000 recently 
to the Westchester Library, and Washing- 
ton Ryer of San Francisco has given $500,- 
000 to various charities. 

** The Sheltering Guardian, which collects 
monthly a list of charitable bequests, has 
published in the four months of the pres- 
ent year quite alist gathered from court 
reports in ditferent partsof the country. 
This list includes the gift of $100,000 for 
charity by Sidney Dillon, $600,000 by 
William D. Ogden, $42,000 by Wilson G. 
Hunt, $260,000 by William V. Lippincott 
of Philadelphia, and $50,000 by William 
Patton of Philadelphia. 

“These Philadelphia legacies covered 
the bulk of the estates left by the testa- 
tors. David Ingalls of Springville, N. Y., 
left $600,000, practically all of his estate, 
to charity. Nearly the entire fortune of 
Emma Abbott, the opera singer, was de- 
vised to charity, and she distributed her 
poeperty with an impartial hand to socie- 
ties and institutions that had commended 
themselves to her approval. 

“It might be an easy matter,” said Mr. 
Kelloee- **to make up lists of societies and 
individuals from whom charity has re- 
ceived large benefits in money, but proba- 
bly sucha list would not be pleasing to the 
givers. So far as this society may express 
any wish in the matter. it seeks only to 
commend itself to the charitably inclined 
with a view of directing their expenditures 
wisely. Through misdirected charity a 

reat deal of money has been wasted. The 

ope in the organization of this society 
was to provide a means by which the in- 
tentions of the charitable might be etiect- 
ively carried out.” 


SOUTH OAROLINA TAX OASES. 


Decides 





Federal Supreme Court 
Against the State. 


The 


WASHINGTON, April 24.—The South Carolina 
tax cases were passed upon by the Supreme 
Court of the United States to-day, the opinion 
being delivered by Chief Justice Fuller. It 
came up on the petition of Sheriff Tyler of 
Aiken County fora writof habeas corpus tore- 
lease him from imprisonment under the judg- 
ment of the Circuit Court of the United States 
that he be fined $500 for contempt. He had 
siezed a train on the South Carolina Railroad, 
upon a warrant issued by the State authorities 
for the collection of taxes, which were in con- 
troversy. The road wasin the hands of a re- 
ceiver appointed by the United States Court, 
and he was adjudged guilty of contempt for 
failing to release the property under order of 
that court. He came to the Supreme Court for 


relief. 

Chief Justice Fuller read an opinion contain 
ing much stronger language than is usually 
found in such documents, denying the applica- 
tion of the petitioner for the writ. He said the 
seizure of the property by force was unjustifi- 
able and could not be defended. The claims of 
the State for taxes are not superior to the gen- 
eral rule which makes property placed in the 
hands of areceiver subject to the orders of the 
court; they areto be determined in a regular 
way and in the proper manuer. 

The action of the Circuit Court, Chief Justice 
Fuller said, was in po sense an action against 
the State of South Carolina, which, it was con- 
tended, could not be maintained under the 
eleventh amendmentto the Constitution. In 
conclusion, he said the Circuit Court was 
equipped with the fullest power to protect its 
dignity and to enforce its mandates, and its use 
of these powers in the casein point could not 
be reviewed here. Therefore the petition for a 
writ of habeas corpus was denied. 

The same judgment was announced in the 
cases of Sheriifs Riser and Gaines, who came to 
the Supreme Court of the United States, with 
Tyler, ior relief. 





Street Railroad Extensions.

DISHLER CALLED FOR TRIAL, 


Seven Jurors Accepted—Story of the Escape 


of Bunkoman O’Brien. 


Rome, N. Y., April 24.—The trial of David A. 
Dishler, who was indicted for helping Thomas 
O’Brien, @ convicted felon, to escape, was be- 
gun in this city to-day. Political matters of an 
interesting nature are likely to be involved in 
this case. 

Everybody in Central New-York knows 
“Dave” Dishler, and every one who takes the 
slightest Interest in politica knows what a 
power he has been in Oneida County. Lvery- 
body who reads the papers also knows that he 
mysteriously disappeared from Utica a year 
ago this month, about the time Bunkoman 
O’Brien gave his Dannemora Prison keeper 
French leave. Dishler came back to Utica a 
few weeks ago and gave himself up. 

The story of the escape in which Dishler par- 
ticipated is an interesting one. Early on the 
morning of April 21, 1892, Thomas O’Brien, the 
bunkoman, esvaped. He made his way to the 
Beaboard, and reached Havre, Franoe, where 
he was arrested by a French ottieer. By a clev- 
er trick he gave the Frenchman the slip, and he 
has never beenrecaptured. Itis said that he is 
in Buenos Ayres now, with which country the 
United States has no extradition treaty. 

The escape of O’ Brien is in its varicts details 
one of the most remarkable in criminal his- 
tory. He had for years traveled the length and 
breadth of the country, swindling people right 
and left and living by his wits. He was called 
the “ King of Bunkomen,” and he had earned 
the title. 

The crime for which he was arrested was the 
sawindling of an old man in Albany out of $10,- 
000. He fied to Engiand with his booty and 
was extradited at large expense and much 
labor. He was finally brought back to Albany, 
tried and convicted, and sentenced to Clinton 
Prison for a long term, 

On Saturday, April 16, he left Clinton Prison 
for Utica in charge of Keeper B. H. Buck of ihe 
pea and United States Deputy Marshal E. K. 

cElwaine of Utica. The party arrived in 
Utioa on Sunday and O’Brien wus lodged in jail. 
He was brought to Uticaon a writ of habeas 
corpus issued ander his aflidavit to the effect 
that he wanted to go before Judge Coxe of the 
United States court and have argued the ques- 
tion of the right of the authorities to hold 
him in this so0untry under conviction of a crime 
for which he was extradited. 

Howe &« Hummel, criminal lawyera of New- 
York, had O'Brien's case, but telegraphed that 
they could not come. Lawyer Charles A. Tal- 
cott of Utica appeared for O’Brien and Dis- 
trict Attorney Eaton of Albany County for the 
people. After hearing the argument, Judge 
Coxe denied the motion and remanded O’Brien 
to prison. This was on Wednesday, April 20. 
The next morning O’Brien waa missing. 

After the escape it was developed that O’Brien 
was not kept in jail, where he was at first 
placed, but was removed to Bagg'’s Hotel, where 
he and Keeper Buck lived on the fat of the land, 
Buck had a glorious time. A fellow called 
“Doo” Minchon, a pal of O’Brien’s, was there 
apartof thetime. They kept Buok pretty full 
of liquor and had things their own way. 

David A. Dishler was an acquaintance of 
O’Brien’s, and went with him from the prison 
to Utica. He was with O’Brien more or less at 
Bage's Hotel. When the escape was discovered 
it was suspected that Minchon, buck, Disller, 
and Mcklwaine were implicated. AJlof them 
were indicted. Minchon and Dishler got away. 
Buck was convicted and sent to prison for a 
term of years. McElwaine was tried and ac- 
quitted. 

Dishler came back a few weeks ago. He was 
arraigned in the Court of sessions here and 
pleaded not guilty to the charge of aiding and 
abetting in the eacape of Thomas ©’Brien, a 
convicted felon. His trial was set down to be- 
gin to-day, and an extra panel of seventy-five 

urors was summoned. Many witnesses have 

en subpmnied, among them fenator Edward 
a of Troy and Warden Thayer of Clinton 
rison. 

Dishler is defended by W. A. Matteson and J. 
W. Raybill of Utioa. District Attorney Klock 
will be assisted by ex-District Attorney Thomas 
8. Jones of Utica in the - ceca Judge 
Dunmore of Utica will preside. 

Late this morning he arrived and all of the 
afternoon was consumed in getting seven 
jurors. It is expected that the jury will be com- 
pleted Tuesday morning, and the case will then 
progress.

PARADES AND REVIEWS, 


All of King Humbert’s Guests on View to 
the 
Inspected by 


William—The Two Rulers Then Lead a 


Applauding Romans—The Troops 


the King and Emperor 


Long Military Procession—A State Din- 


ner at the Quirinal—Some Topics Be- 


tween the Pope and Emperor. 


RoE, April 24.—The celebration of the sil- 
ver wedding of King Humbert and Queen Mar- 
gherita was continued to-day. King Humbert 
andthe German Emperor, accompanied bs a 
brilliant cavalcade of the royal Princes and 
their staffs, rode through the city to the Piazza 
a’Arme. Queen Margherita and the German 
Empress, accompanied by the other royal per- 
sonages present at the celebration, rode in 
eleven Court carriages along the Corso to the 
Piazza d’Arme to revie¥ the procession. Near- 
ly the whole population of Rome was massed 
in the sireets in the vicinity of the Piazza and 
continually applauded the royal visitors. 

The military review, which was held in the 
Prati di Castello, consisted of eight regiments 
of infantry, two regiments of Rersaglieri, two 
Alpine regiments, four brigades of field artil- 
lery, one brigade of garrison artillery, and five 
cavalry regiments, Gen. Marzano was ip com- 
mand. The lines of spectators extended from 
the Piazza d’Arme to Monte Mano. King Hum- 
bert and the German Emperor rode along the 
ranks inspecting the troops. After the inspec- 
tion the troops marched past the Italian King 
and his guests, and after the march the King 
and Emperor headed a long military procession 
to the Quirinal. 

The German Emperor and Empress traveled 
by train to Tivoli to-day, where they visited 
the villa of Hadrian, and returned to a banquet 
at the Quirinal. 

Emperor William has bestowed the Grand 


Cordon of the Order of the Red Ivagle on Signor 
Benedetto Brin, the Italian Minister of Foreign 
Ailairs, and on Gen. Asinari di San Marzano, 
commanding the Ninth Army Corps at Rome. 
The Kaiser bestowed the Grand Cordon of the 
Order of the Black Kagle on Lieut. Gen. Cosenz, 
Chief of Staff. 

The ofticial circle here understands that 
during the interview yesterday between Pope 
Leo and the German Emperor, questions relat- 
ing to the position of the Roman Catholic 
Church in Germany, and especially the attitude 
of the members of the Centre, or Clerical Party, 
toward the imperial polioy were discussed. The 
Emperor's friendly conversation, and his valu- 
able giftof a snuff box bearing his portrait, 
surrounded with diamonds, to Cardinal Ledo- 
chowski, Prefect of the Propaganda, are much 
commented upon. Cardinal Ledochowski rep- 
resents the Vatican party,,which iayors the 
Triple Alliance, as opposed to the policy of 
Cardinal Rampolla, Papal Secretary of State, 
which is French in its tendencies. The meeting 
is also regarded as making afresh step toward 
the conciliation of the Prussians and Poles. 


A DEFICIT IN ENGLAND. 


The Income Tax Increased Under the 


New Budget. 


Lonpon, April 24.—Sir William Vernon Har- 
court, Chance)lor of the Exchequer, introduced 
the budget fer the coming finanoial year in the 
House of Commons to-day. The Chancellor 
estimated the expenditures for the ourrent 
financial year at £91,464,000, and the revenue 
at £89,890,000, leaving a deficit of £1,574,000, 
due, in part, toa slignt expected decrease of 
the revenue, but chiefiy to the vast growth of 
expenditures not created by the Government, 
but through the demands of the country upon 
Parliament. 

The Chancellor said that the Government 
would not propose to cover the deticit by en- 
croaching upon the sinking fund devoted to the 
reduction of the nationaldebt. He preferred to 
meet the deficit by the straightforward way of 


increased taxation. The Government would 
have liked to reform the death duties by caus- 
ing all property, real and personal, to be taxed 
equally, but the Government was obliged to 
postpone this reform for the session, as such 
taxes could not at once be fully realized. 

They had, therefore, resorted to the income 
tax, which it was proposed to increase by a 
penny in the pound, which ought to add 
#1,750,000 to the revenue. The only other 
changes proposed were to remove the stamp 
duty on the transfer of foreign and colonia! se- 
curities and to increase the stamp duty on con- 
tract notes to 1s. 





AMERICAN DIPLOMATS RETURNING. 


BERLIN, April 24.—Willilam Walter Phelps, the 
retiring American Minister to Germany, has re- 
ceived a communication from Washington di- 
recting him not to present his letters of recall 
to the German Emperor until his successor, ex- 
Chancellor Runyoa, eball have arrived in Ber- 
lin. 

Lonpon, April 24.—J. C. New, the retiring 
American Consul General in London, will sail 
for the United States June 3. The United States 
Consuls in Great Britain will present to Mr. 
New an album containing photographs and an 
illuminated address, and the Association of 
Foreign Consuls will give Mr. New a banqnet. 
Patrick A. Collins, the newly-appolnted Consul 
General, will assume the duties of that oftice 
Baturday. 


NORWAY DEFIES KING OSCAR. 

CuRISTIANIA, April 24.—The Norwegian 
Storthing, by a vote of 63 to 51, has de- 
cided to auspond its sittings sine die as a mark 
of defiance to King Oscar for having refused to 
approve the demand for a separate consular 
representation for Norway, 

The Norwegian newspapors attack the mon- 
archy and are agitating for the elision of the 
badge of the union of Sweden and Norway from 
the Norwegian flag. 


WOMEN AND CHILDREN CRUSHED. 


Napies, April 24,—A fatal panic ocourred 
last evening in achurch at Torre Delle Annun- 
ziata, near this city. During the services part 
of the draperies about thealtar wore blown 
against a lighted candle. The flames spread 
with great rapidity, and the congregation made 
a mad rush for the doors. 

The fire was quickly extinguished, when it 
was found that sight women and five children 
ha‘l been erushed to death, while hundreds of 
others had been injured.

This, counsel for the people argued, 
connected Albow with the soheme and made 
him an aider and abettor, as charged in the in- 
dictment against him. 

Hogshead was the man who shot Albow in the 
room, and he was subjected to a rigid cross- 
examination, all the questions leading up to 
the details of the shooting of Albow. Heswore 
he never saw the pistol with which he shot Al- 
bow after putting it in a satchel on the railroad 
while on his way here. Both Cassle and Hogs- 
head denied that they were North Carolina 
moonshiners, They said they came on with 
$350, with which they calculated to get $1,000 
and go halves.

DEQIDED TO SELL OUT. 


The Woonsocket Rubber Company Will 
Transfer Its Stock to the United States. 





WooNsOCKET, R. L, April 24.—At the annual 
meeting of the stockholders of the Woonsocket 
Rubber Company, held at Woonsocket to-day, it 
was voted to sell out to the United States Rub- 
ber Company. The sale includes the plant of 
the Marvel Rubber Company and the Lawrence 
Felting Company, a copartnership concern, 
which manufactures linings for rubber boots 
and shoes. 

When interviewed on the transfer to-day 
Joseph Banigan, President of all the companies 
transferred, stated that he had been approached 
several times by the United States Rubher 
Company with flattering oifers to dispose of his 
stock in the Woonsocket Rabber Company, but 
he had always refused to entertain any proposi- 
tion that did not include the smallest stock- 
holder as well as the largest. 

Finally they submitted such an advantageous 
offer to all the stockholders of his company that 
they felt that they could not refuse, and at the 
annual meeting to-day a large majority decided 
to transfer their holdings to the United States 
Rubber Company. The capital stock of the 
Woonsocket Kubber Company is $2,000,000, and 
that of the Marvel Company $500,000. 





To Make Hazing a Felony. 


CoLtumBus, Ohio, April 24.—Representative 
Taylor of Guernsey, inspired by the recent haz- 
ings at Ohio Wesleyan and Otterbein Universi- 
ties,evolved a bill upon that subject this morning. 
It makes hazing proper an offense punishable by 
a fine of from $100 to $300, but does not define 
whatit is proposed to denominate a misde- 
meanor. Where tattooing or disfigurement re- 
sults the oflense is to be treated as mayhem, a 
crime punishable by imprisonment in the peni- 
tentiarys. 

The bill was at once referred to the Commit- 
tee on Universities aud Colleges and reported 
back this afternoon and passed with only two 
dissenting votes. It must go through the 
Senate with almost equal haste, if it ia to be- 
come 4 law, as the General Assembly adjourns 
next Thursday.

HE ACCUSES MR. WARZARVIAR 


MARX SITH SWEARS THAT THE 
GONVERT ROBBED MRS, SITH. 


The Theft, According to Sith, Was Com- 
mitted in Hamburg, After Warzarviak 
Had Induced Him to Come to America 
—The Missionary Declares that There 
Is Not a Grain of Truth in the Charges 
—Says Mr. Benjamin Is an Atheist—A 
Voice from Boston—Russia’s Harsh Law, 


Serious charges have been preferred by Marx 
Sith against the Rev. Hermann Warzarviak to 
the Rev. Dr. A. F. Schauffler, the Vice President 
and General Manager of the New-York City 
Mission and Tract Soci ety. 

Sith, who gives his residence as 126 Goerck 
Street, has embodied his charges in the shape of 
an allidavit, sworn to on April 22 before Adolph 
Winkopf, a notary public, and the affidavit is 
now in the possession of Mr. A. Benjamin, an 
agent of the United Hebrew Charities. 

The New-York City Mission and Tract Boclety 
has for Its object the evangelization of the city, 
and Mr. Warzarviak is s converted Jewish 
missionary, conspicuous for his proselyting 
work among the Jews. Heis stationed at the 
De Witt Memorial Churoh, in Rivington Street. 

Sith, in his affidavit, a copy of which was fur 
nished for publication by Mr. Benjamin, says 
that he was born in Warsaw in 1863, and in the 
month of June, 1889, with his wife and child, 
reached Hamburg on his way to New-York. At 
Hamburg Sith says he met Warzarviak, whom he 
declares he has known since childhood. Owing 
to the illness of the ohild in Berlin Sith reached 
Hamburg financially embarrassed. Warzarviak 
proposed to Sith, the latter alleges, that he go 
onto America alone and leave his wife and 
child in the care of Warzarviak. Having known 
Warzarviak a long time Sith consented. Sith 
pawned some of his clothing for 40 marks, 
which sum Warzarviak borrowed from him, 
promising to pay it to Mrs. Sith. 

Sith came to America by way of Canada. In 
the tirst letter which he received from his wife 
she told him she had been robbed of her jewelry 
by Warzarviak. 

The day after Sith’s departure Mrs. Sith 
wrote, as alleged that Warzarviak called on her, 
bringing lunch with him. While they were eat- 
ing he asked her to go for beer. In her absence, 
it is declared, Warzarviak took from her bureau 
her earrings, watch, bracelet, and three rings. 
When she came back with the beer Mrs. Sith 
asked Warzarviak for the return of the 40 
marks. He said he would bring them the next 
morning. Net putting in an appearance the 
next day, Mrs. Sith prepared to call upon him, 
and discovered the loss of her jewelry when she 
went to dress. 

Mrs. Sith, as alleged, searched for Warzarvial 
athis lodging with a Mrs. Humpka, and was 
told by the latter that Warzarviak had robbed 
her of several hundred marks and had de- 
camped. On going to the police they informed 
Mrs. Sith that they were already searching for 
WwW axeerviak to answer for several other alleged 
crimes. 

Sith, after leaving Canada, found empley- 
ment, he says, in a wholesale grocery house in 
Rochester and sent for his wife and child. They 
came to New-York last June. and Mrs. Sith 
called on Warzarviak and received from him $id 
to pay her fare to Rochester. 

Three weeks ago, Sith swears, he came to 
New-York and called on Warzarviak at his of- 
tice, 65 Avenue Db. Warzarviak at first pre- 
tended not to know Sith, the latter declares, but 
on being reminded of what had occurred in 
Hamburg, asked what was wanted. Sith asked 
for work and Warzarviak suggested baptism, 
which offer was repelled. Warzarviak then 
agreed to pay Sith $2 per week. He paid the 
money fortwo weeks, and then wanted Sith to 
go back to Rochester. After more bargai 
according to Sith, the latter got mad and weng 

away. 

After his meeting with Mr. Warzarviak, Sith 
went to the Rev. Dr. Sonautiler and related to 
him the story of the missionary’s alleged wrong- 
doings in Hamburg. Dr. Sehautiler promised to 
investigate the charges. 

On last Thursday Sith received from Dr, 
Schauttier the following brief note: 

“I have talked with Mr. Warzarviak about the 
matter of which you spoke yesterday, and he denieg 
your aliegations. As Ido not know youand have 
known him for three years intimately, I caunot tax¢ 
your unsupported word as against his.”’ 

On receiving this note Sith went before 
Notary Winkott and made affidavit to the trutu 
of the charge which he had preferred person: 
ally to Dr. Schauitier. In his affidavit sith oz 
fers to bring bis wife from Kochester and puf 
her face to face with Mr. Warzarviak to ocor< 
roborate the charge. Mr. Benjamin yesterday 
showed to arepresenutative of THE New-YorR 
Times what he said was a photograph of Sith’s 
wife. The photograph was en in Lodz, a 
city of Poland. 

| have no personal acquaintance with Sith,” 
said Mr. Benjamin. ‘‘ I met him only once, and 
then he exhibited excellent letters of recome- 
mendation from Jews.” 

Mr. Warzarviak was asked yesterday whether 
there was any truthin the charges which Sith 
had preferred against him beiore Vice Presi- 
dent Schautiier of the New-York City Mission 
and Tract Society. 

** There is not a single grain ef truth in them,” 
he replied. ‘“‘Sith came to me the day before 
he made his aflidavit and demanded $10, saying 
he would biacken my character if 1 did not leg 
him have the money. He was a blackmaller 
and I shut the doorin his face. He told meh 
had known me from childhood, but he lies. 
dia not know him. Heisone of that man Bena- 
jamin’s creatures.” 

“Benjamin has pursued me month in and. 
month out. Geis an atheist, and pursues me 
not from real principle, but because he is hired 
todoso. Hels one of the Jews who would eas 
me alive if they gotachance. I am used to 
persecution. My own father has accused me of 
stealing 30,000 marks, and I have been charged 
with murder, all because of the bitter feeling of. 
the orthodox Jews against me. 

‘I never gave money or clothes to a converts 
before his baptism, and I know of no oase, ex- 
cept in Brooklyn, where cake, candy, and oloth- 
ing were given to the Jew children for attending 
the mission schools. Every Christian church 
pursues the same plan with regard to uncon- 
verted Christiaus.” 

Ina@ monograph on Warzarviak, ‘* The Little 
Messianic Prophet,” published in Edinburgh, 
and circulated in New-York by the City Mission 
and Tract Society, it is stated that he was born 
in Warsaw, and when sixteen years old married 
the daughter of a rich banker in Lodz, and went 
there to live with his wife’s parents. 

The following interesting letter has been re- 
eeived by THe Nerw-Yorsn Times from Mr. M. 
G. Landsberg of Boston, the editor of the Jew- 
isa Jierald, and also of a ‘‘History of the Perse- 
cution of the Jews in Russia”: 

To the Edttor of the New- York Times: 

I have read with great interest the several articles 
which appeared in your columns during last week 
touching the Jewish question. 

THE N&W-YORK TiMés is the only journal in New- 
York which has given elaborate and detailed accounts 
of the persecutions of the Jews in Russia. Now, why 
are these people persecuted if it is not for the saxe 
ot their religion! Russia contains more than half 
the Jews of the world, and these people are now, in 
this nineteenth century, suffering untold horrors aB 
the hands of the minious of the Czar, simply because 
of their desire to remain true to the religion of their 
forefathers. If they would but consent to join the 
Greek Church, would not this perseoution cease ? 
Following is the Kussian law on religion as applied 
to Jews, which I would respectfully submit to con~ 
verters of Jews in New-York City: 

“A married man or woman whe adopts the ortho- 
dox Christian faith must sign a declaration to the 
etlect that he or she will endeaver to convert his 
wife or her husband to the same 

“Should either a husbandor wife (but not both) 
adopt orthodoxy, both are prohibited residence out-, 
side the pale of Jewish settlement. 

“Ifa Jew or Jowess converted to the Christian 
orthodox religion does not agree to continue his or 
her life with the spouse remaining in the Jewish 
religion, the marriage is dissolved, and the converts 
can marry a person of the orthodox religion. 

~ Jows, on reaching their fourteenth year, may be 
received inthe Orthodox Churoh without permis- 
sion of their parents or guardians. 

“The Minister of the [Interior may allow Jewish 
children to be converted to any of the Ohristian ‘ie- 
nominations thatare tolerat in the empire, oven 
withont the consent of their parents. . 

“If either husband or wife adopts Christianity, ‘the, 
children undor ss*ren years of a of the same sex 
ae the convert shail also be baptised. 

“Every convert to Christianity shall receive a 
monetary payment of from 15 to 30 rubles, withous: 
distinction of sex, and onildren haif thatsum.” - 
The Jews have suifered persecutions in all coun- 
tries for eighteen centuries merely because of their, 
religion. ‘Chey are fleeing for their lives from Ras-, 
sia to-day to escape perseoution for the same cause, 
and seek in more enlightened countries a habitation 
where they are permitted to worship God according | 
to the ‘ictates of their conscience. 

Now is it reasousbie to suppose that any person 
who resides in thia free and enlightened cocntry, 
where religious freedom is tolerated, would willing-. 


ly renounce his fait seve for sordid motives!

AN IMPROVED SITUATION ON MR. 
OLEVELAND'S ASSURANCES. 


But Heavy Engagements of Gold for Ship- 


ment To-morrow Check the Advance— | 


Boston Banks Help the Government, but 
New-York Bankers, After Two Ccnfer- 
ences, Hesitating—Sensational Breaks in 
Toledo, Ann Arbor and North Michigan

President Cleveland’s assurances, pub- 
lished in the morning papers, that all 
kinds of Treasury notes would continue to 
be redeemed in gold lifted a load from the 
financial community. The relief was first 
felt in London, and prices from that centre 
came higher. There was good buying at 
the opening of the local market also, and 
for half an hour business was fairly active. 
Covering of short contracts also helped 
bring about higher prices. 

Yithin an hour the announcement of the 
large engagements of gold for shipment to- 
morrow, more than $3,000,000, disturbed 
operators and trading becamo greatly re- 
stricted. At the same time prices also de- 
clined. The bidding up of money to 10 per 
cent, did not help matters and before noon 
the general sentiment was anything but 
cheerful. The fact that the Boston banks 
agreed to give up half their holdings of 
gold to t!}e Government in exchange for 
legal tenders, while recognized as philan- 
thropic and patriotic, was not regarded as 
likely to afford much relief to the situa- 
tion. The banks of that city hold about 
$9,000,000 gold, so their contribution of 
$4,500,000 will be only a drop in the 
bucket. To-morrow’s shipments will ab- 
sorb by far the greater partofit. That 
some kind of a deal is being made between 
the Treasury and the New-York banks is 
also apparent. Two conferences were held 
to-day, and, although the information con- 
cerning them which was given out was 
most meagre, enough was dropped to indi- 
cate that propositions were passing be- 
tween this city and Washington and that 
subsequent meetings would be held. 

While these conferences caused consid- 
erable comment, the fact of their being held 
did not inspire much confidence. It was 
felt that anything the New-York banks 
could do would afford only temporary relief. 
It is argued that the gold shipments will 
continue just so long as the currency of the 
country is based on principles fundament- 
ally wrong, and that permanont relief can- 
not be looked for until Congress undoes 
the mischief it perpetrated when it passed 
the Silver act of 1890. 

There was a sensational break in Toledo, 
Ann Arbor and North Michigan stock from 
$81, to 22. There were no developments 
eoncerning the affairs of the company to 
account forthe drop. For a non-dividend 
payer it has been selling at a very high 
figure, ithaving beenmarked up by a specu- 
lative pool in the bope of inducing the pub- 
lic to purchase it. An official of the com- 
pany, it is alleged, has been issuing “ puts” 
in the neighborhood of 40, and when some 
of them were presented to-day they were 
not redeemed. Stock which had been 
bought against the privileges was then 
thrown on the market, and asharp break 
followed. Onthe decline, loans based on 
the stock were called. This opened the 
floodgates and there was a further drop in 
the price to 22, the transactions footing up 
42,200 shares. 

Another incident of the day was a break 
of 10 points in American Tobacco. The 
sales were only 4,810 shares, and, asitisa 
half stock, this really represented only 
2,405 shares. It was understood that a 
loan on a block of the stock had been 
called, and that it had to be liquidated. 

The general list was without special feat- 
ure. Prices were irregular after the first 
hour, although in many instances all the 
early improvement was not lost. The mar- 
ket closed feverish and barely steady.

Lonpon, April 24.—A favorable bank 
statement and satisfactory reports of in- 
terviews with President Cleveland and 
Secretary Carlisle, cabled from New-York, 
put new life into Americans, and prices ad- 
vanced in the morning about one-half of 
1 per cent., and improved a further fraction 
when the New-York opening prices were 
received. Theclosing prices were strong 
at the highest of the day. 

The interviews mentioned do not entirely 
allay the anxicty here, for while it is rec- 
ognized that the United States Government 
has legal power and credit to buy all the 
gold that may bo necessary to maintain the 
parity of the gold and silver money already 
in circulation, it is feared that matters may 
be postponed or permitted to drift until 
the credit of the Government is damaged 
and the maintenance of the proper Treas- 
ury reserve becomes diflicult or, in case of 
a crisis, impracticable. A clear statement 
that the Government would issue bonds 
to buy gold whenever the reserve falis 
to $90,000,000 or even $85,000,000, would 
remove these fears and cause such large 
purchases of American securities that bills 
drawn against their shipment would sup- 
ply the place of the gold being exported 
and render a bond issue unnecessary. 

Advices from Sydney announce that a bill 
will be introduced into the New South 
Wales Parliament Tuesday authorizing the 
issue of legal-tender notes, irredeemable 
for one year, to the amount of the reserve 
fund ofeach bank. This may enable the 
Sydney banks to tide over the next few 
inonths. Similar action by the other six 
Australian Parliaments may alleviate the 
situation in the other capitals, but the 
wisdom of the step is doubted here. It is 
regarded as simply postponing the difficul- 
ties without curing them. 

Unfavorable reports from Russia cansed 
an upward movement in wheat and helped 
the market for American rails. The in- 
cendiary fires and the rumored disorder at 
Iiull caused an irregular market in Eng- 
lish rails. 


American railway securities were irregular In 
the London market.

The Marshal admitied yesterday that he had 
not revealed the full strength of the prosecu- 
tion. “ Why should J post the defense ahead! 
Time eneugh wheu I am compelled to show my 
hand. ' 

“No, I have not yet found where the new oans 
that were purposely battered and tho benzine 
and turpentine that were in them came from, 
but I expect to clearthis up. You see Kaiser 
Was cunning in not having the girls around to 
see the cans come in.” 

As to the brothers, Gustave and George 
Meyers, Mr. Mitchel said thatif they were dis- 
posed to dispute his statement that they were 
risky people to have dealings with, they had an 
opportunity some time ago, when he notified 
the Board of Fire Underwriters that “ Goorge 
and Gustave Meyers are not safe people to in- 
sure,” and the board notified the fire insurance 
companies in the usual way. 

“This,” said the Marshal, “compelled the 
Meyerses to look around for a dummy, and they 
found one in their cousin, Jacob J. Kaiser.” 

The record of the fires in which the Meyerses 
have iigured is interesting. Taking George 
Meyors, his first luck with disaster wason Oct. 
3, 1891, eight days before he went to live at 628 
East One Hundred and Thirty-fifth Street, and 
insured furniture worth $600 or $700 for 
#3,000. He was paid the amount of his olaim. 

His next “ coincidental” good fortune was at 
206 Pleasant Avenue, where he bad about the 
sane amount of insurance. This fire occurred 
on Feb. 25, 1892. 

**Just remark,” commented the Marshal, 
“how these fires occurred. Each was .n the 
early evening, and on both occasions Mrs. Mcyers 
was away on a Visit to her mother, and Meyers 
was the last person who left the apartment. 
Both fires started in bedrooms, near clothing, 
and * careleseves in smoking” was given as the 
cause of the outbroak. 

“Ag to Gustav it is not necessary to partion 
larize. Mo had suspicious tires, and was paid in- 
surance money, in a tailor’s shop that he owned 
aud in hisapartmentin Third Avenue. One lire 
he said was due to fireworks and the other to 
‘ carelessness in smoking.’ 

“After the last tire I sent for the Messrs. 
Meyer and told them thatif thoy ever had an- 
other where there was an insurance I would 
lock them up. : 

*Now about the warnings I received. Two 
came to me. One was iast year when they 
stocked a place in Williamsburg with second- 
hand clothing, and the other after Kaiser had 
started to sell ‘Gem’ overgaiters at438 broad- 
Way. 

“Phe communications were anonymous but 
were evidently written by the same person, per- 
haps ar enemy, perhaps some one the Meyers 
had wronged, perhaps somo one in the plot with 
‘a winge of conscience. 

** At any rate, they were both warnings and 
predictions, and in each case what was prophe- 
gied happened.” i 

Kaiser's insurance of $3,500 on hia scven- 
hundred-doliar stock of goods at 438 Broadway 
was placed with the North American, Philadel- 
phia, State Investment Company of San fran- 
cisce, and the State of Pennsylvania Insurance 
Companies. 





EIGHTH REGIMENT VETERANS. 


Celebration of the Anniversary of Their 
Departure for the Front. 


The Veteran Association of the Eighth Rezgi- 
ment celebrated at the Armory at Park Avenue 
and Ninety-fourth Street last night the anni- 
versary of the departure of the regiment for 
the war, which occurred on April 23, 1861. 

The real pupose of thecelebration was to in- 
terest the young men of Yorkville and Harlem 
in the National Guard, and with the idea of in- 
ducing them to join the regiment, which is to be 
recruited up from eight companies to twelve 
companies. The armory was decorated in beau- 
tiful fashion, and there was a fancy exhibition 
drill of the regiment by Brig. Gen. Louis Fitz- 
gerald. 

There were hundreds of young men and their 
sweethearts present, and, as thoy sat in the gal- 
leries and looked down on the gorgeous band, 
the sp.endidly-appareled staff and regimontal 
officers, and the companies of soldiers marching 
and countermarching in their handsome blue 
uniforms, they were thrilled by the moving 
spectacic into repeated outbursts of applause. 
The pastors of all the churches in the neighbor- 
hood of the armory had been pressed into ser- 
viee as active recruiting agents, and they sat 
on the platform in a body. .

LAWYER BROOKE TALKS. 


Ge Goes All Over the Expert Testimony in 
the Great Wife-Poisoning Trial, and Says 
Experts Flounder in ea Sea of Conjecture 
—He Scores Assistant District Attorney 
Wellman—Mr. Nicoll Will Sum Up To- 
day, and There May Be a Verdict 
from the Jury To-night.

called as witnesses for the prosecution and de- 
fense, saw buried one year ago to-day in Green- 
wood Cemetery the body of the wife whom he 
is charged with having murdered. To-day he 
‘will in all probability hear from the foreman of 
the jury that has been sitting on his case the 

_ decision of the twelve men as to whether be 
must die for having caused her death or wheth- 
4r the innocence he haa assertel throughout 
has been established. 

It was thought that thevase would be finished 
yesterday. All the evidence had been put in 

- when court adjourned on Friday of last week, 
and court was called together an hour earlier 
than usual yesterday in order that the counsel 
for the people and for the prisoner might sum 
‘up. the Judge charge, and the jury retire, but 
-Charies W. Brooke, the leading counsel for the 
@efense, Whose eloquence and courtesy make his 
Sppearances in the gristmill of criminal pro- 
eeedings seem as bright spots in a field of black, 
held the closest attention of the Recorder, the 
jury, the District Attorney and his assistants, 
the experts on each side, and a great crowd of 
e@utsiders, including many distinguished lawyers 
and fashionably-dressed women, jor eix and a 
half hours while he pleaded and argued for the 
Ufe of his client. 

Such a summing up of a criminal case has sel- 
Mom been heard. It was butthe natural conse- 
quence, however, of the manner in which the 
‘ease has been tricd. All the weeks that W. J. 
O’Sallivan, the young medico-legal associate of 
‘Mr. Brooke, has been submitting the testimony 
of the expert pathologists and chemists for the 
prosecution to such an ordeal of questioning 
‘as to bring out their every weakness and offset- 
ting their scientitic knowledge with the contra- 

diotory testimonyofthe great chemist, Vaughan, 
‘and others, the alert Mr. Brooke has been care- 
fully noting every point madein the favor of 
the defense. All the knowiedge he thus gained, 


together with his construction of the little tes- 
timony other than expert offered by the prose- 
sution, he had with great care prepared for his 
BumMming up and he left no phase of the case 
Bncoovered. 

District Attorney Nicoll even could not con- 
eeal his admiration forthe manner in which 
Mr. Brooke reviewed the entire couse, and after 
be had submitted to the jury, with theexpressed 
hope that “God might guide them to a just ver- 
dict,” Mr. Nicoll warmly co tulated his legal 
antagonist. Assistaut District Attorney Well- 
mman, who has been much more active in the 
(preg than has been Mr. Nicoll, did not 

ook so well pleased, but that may be accounted 
for by the statement that he wasroundly scored 
by Mr. Breoke for resorting to methods in the 
prosecution which Mr. Brooke designated as 
“theatrical, caloulated to unfairly prejudice 
the jurore, and unbecoming in a public servant 
and an officer ofthe court.” Said Mr. Brooke of 
an: 
permitted his ambition to rob him of 
acumen and his natural spirit of fair- 
mess. The odor of a victory in the Harris case 
has been about him. Victory, indeed! It waa 
only a human life; that is all It wasonly a 
little reputation for a time. Mr. Wellman has 
bullied and attacked all the witnesses brought 
into this court for this accused man, not as a 
conecieatious public officer conducting a case 
for the people, and under oath bound to protect 
the innocent as well as to convict the guilty, 
but as a pereonal partisan, as a man winuing 
bis spurs.” 

Mr. Brooke’s argument would fill five full 
pazee of THe New-YorkK Times. More than 
three-quarters of it was devoted to a keen analy- 
sis of the mass of expert testimony which has 
been placed before the jury. He gave particu-

AN OLD HOBOKEN MAN GONE. 


Body of Dr. Louis Deuerr Found in His 


Room in Hotel Nederland. 


Dr. Louis Deuerr of Hoboken is dead. His 
lifeless body was found in his room Saturday 
night. For twenty-five years the doctor has 
been a well-known man In Hoboken. For tho 
last cleven years he has lived at the Hotel 
Nedoriand, 425 Washington Street, having 
that time seen three proprietors come and go. 

During all the dootor’s long stay at the hotel 
neither proprietor nor employe was ever known 
to set foot in the dootor's room till death pre- 
vonted him rosisting the invasion. He made 
hisown bed and swept and garuisued his cham- 
ber himself. 

Anotherof hia peculiarities was that every 
now and then he would utterly disappear from 


view, even from his old friends, of whom he bad 
many, fora week at a time. 

It wae on the 17th of this month that he was 
last seen alive. He wentup to his room in the 
evening and, as was his custom, locked himself 
in. Tuesday, Wednesday, Thursday, and Fri- 
day passed without a sign of the doctor, but no 
one was alarmed at that. 

‘Herr doctor’s got one of dem fits again, 
aindt it?’’ was all that the hotel clefk said when 
visitors asked what had become of Deuerr. 

On Baturday evening, however, a message 
came for the doctor that John Penning, the pro- 
prietor of the hotel, thought sufficiently im- 

ortant tosend uptohim. The boy who took 
t knocked at the dootor’s door without receiv- 
ing aresponse. When he grasped the handle, 
to his surprise it turned. The doctor's door for 
the first time inthe hotel’s history was un- 
locked, and the boy, not without a certain hesi- 
tation and an uneasy feeling that something 
Was wrong, entered the room. 

His apprehension was warranted. On the 
bed lay the lifeless body of the doctor in an 
advanced state of decomposition. Coroner 
Parslow was at once notified, and he came 
with the County Physician, who said that the 
man had been dead at least two or three days, 
and that death had been due to heart failure. 

Thies statement of the physician was a great 
relief to Dr. Deuerr’s friends, many of whom 
had held a theory that he had, in desperation 
at his poor circumstances, committed suicide. 

No papers could be found that cast any light 
on the doctor's history except his diploma asa 
Doctor of Philosophy from the University of 
Leipzig, which also went to show his age as be- 
ing sixty-eight. 

No one in Hoboken made more or firmer 
friends than Dr. Deuerr, who was a man of 
wide andjvaried knowledge, a fluent and brill- 
jant talker, and, except when one of his apelis 
overtook him, a most sociable companion. He 
made his living by giving lessons in languages. 
He left no money to pay for his funeral and 
his friends, therefore, headed by J. Schlatter 
of 92 Hudson Street, in response to a wish he 
had often expressed in his lifetime that his 
body might be burned, subscribed $87 for his 
cremation. His body was reduced to ashes yes- 
terday afternoon at Fresh Pond, L. L. 


MR. BRENNAN’S HARD LUOK. 


Several of His Scows on Staten Island— 
Trucks in the Streets. 





Mr. Brennan again bewailed his hard luck as 
Street-Cleaning Commissioner yesterday. 

‘There are several of my scows high and dry 
on the shores of Staten Island, and we cannot 
get them off,” he said. “They were washed up 
there by the storm last week. The people keep 
right on saying, ‘Brennan, get the ashes away 
quick.’ Iam trying to do it, but it is mighty 
hard luck about those scows, and they cost 
$400 or $500 apiece.” 

These scows—there were eightof them—got 
away from the stake boat off Gravesend and 
were driven on South Beach. The men aboard 
were rescued by the tug Hudson. 

One scow has been floated. Capt. Anderson, 
who has charge of the street-cleaning fleet, 
Was arrested and fined $5 by a Justice of the 


Peace in Stapleton for unloading the scows aud 
dumping refuse into the water. This annoyed 
Mr. Brennan very muoh. 

“Why,” he said, ** we got permission from the 
Government tw unicad these scows. The action 
of the Justice of the Peace in fining Mr. Ander- 
son was senseless. If we cannot unlead the 
scows it will cost us from $300 to $500 to get 
them off.” 

Mr. Brennan is going down to see what can 
be done toward getting the scows off to-day. 
The trial of the City Club’s charges against 
Mr. Brennan has, for one thing, served to call 
the attention of owners of trucks left in 
the streets ut night to the fact that they 
are liable to have their vehicles confiscated if 
they have not permits from the Mayor to leave 
their trucks in the streets. These permits 
ean only be issued to licensed vehicles. There 
are 10,000 of these in the city, and only tweive 
permits have thus far been granted. Since the 
trial ef the City Club’s charges, however, appli- 
cations for these permite have been pouring in 
upon the Mayor’s Marshal, Mr. Engelhard, and 
he will give a hearing on them to-morrow, £0 
that any property owner in front of whose 
property it is desired to leave a truck will have 
a chance to protest. 





Nobody Made a Bid. 


When Controller Myers was ready to sell the 
privilege of supplying cold storage to West 
Washington Market yesterday no one was ready 
to bid for it. 
The Greenwich Refrigerating Company, in 
which ex-Mayor Grant is said to have an inter- 
est, wished to bid, but did not like the terme of 
sale. The terins were that the company that 
obtained the privilege should pay to the city 
$1,000 a year and 5 percent. of the gross re- 
ceipts, and that the company sbould supply 
—_e storage to onstomers at 3 cents a cubic 
00 

Representatives of the company pointed out 
to the Controller that the amount asked by the 
city would be unfair at the start though it 
might be reasonable enough after the business 
had become profitable. They objected, too, to 
the limit of 3 cente per cubic foot. They said 
thet if that limit should be established, some 
customers, those who had only small boxes, 
would get cold storage almost for nothing, 
while customers who had large boxes or rooms 
would have to pay excessive rates. 

The Controller said that he would look into 
a matter. Another call for bids will be made 
ater on. 





A Surprising Taxpayer. 

“Well, there are wonders and wonders,” said 
President E. P. Barker of the Tax Department 
yesterday. “I had an experience this morning 
that assures me that after all there may bo 
something new under the sun. 

“You see, last year a well-known citizen, 
whose name I do not feel at liberty to give, was 
assessed a certain amount on personal estate. 
He came to our office and awore off most of it. 
We assessed him this year for the same amount 
he paid last year. When he came here this 


morning I thought he was going to ewear it off 
again, but imagine my surprise when, at his 
own request and upon his own affidavit, his 
assessment was increased about 500 per cent. 

‘He said he was in hard luck last year, but 
was doing very well thie year, and that his in- 
creaced assossment was only fair. I never kuew 
that sort of thing to happen before.”’

Big Trade in Provisions and Prices Gen- 


erally Higher All Along the Line. 


CHICAGO, April 24.—Wheat to-day averaged high- 
er, but left off with a decline of ko in May and ‘sc in 
July. Linn, Champlin, and some others of the 
heavy local scalpers fought against any advance. 
The clique bought at the opening and sold on thé 
advance. Corn was firm and closed with a gain of 
330; a moderate advance was established in provis- 
ions also. Inthe wheat pit speculative fecling was 
nervously apprehensive, and, as a rule, shorts were 
inolined to cover and there was considerable invest- 
ment demand. Cables were firmer and there was 
revewed talk of forefkn crop damage from drought, 
butanumber of private messages from Paris and 
Berlin denied that any damage had been inflicted on 
grain, while admitting that pasturage had been seri- 
ously shortened, 

The condition in Kansas was still said to be fall of 


peril to the wheat crop. Some good rains were ad- 
mitted, but dispatches from many parts of the State 
Said that the recount freezing weather had done more 
damage to wheat than the recent drought had. ‘ihe 
Weather Bureau also reported kiliing frosts in Ohio, 
Kentucky, and ‘lennessee, and jt was thought that 
much wheat must have been tujured, as a great deal 
of the crop there is in the joint, at which stage it is 
susceptible of injury from frost. 

——— the last hour wheat turned easy, mainly on 
freo realizing sales, which wasa disappointment to 
the bulls. The increase on the corresponding week 
of last year was 2,906,000 bushels. There is a grow- 
ing feeling that the clique is shifting around iu its 
position and is likely to drop May and buliJuly. It 
sold Pardridge 500,000 busuels of May to-day, but 
immediately replaced it by a purchase of the same 
amountfor Juiy, and has done the same thing in 
many other iustances. July opened about 4 to \o 
lower, and then rallied %c, again became weak and 
prices declined 7c, ruled eteady, and the closing was 
44@4o lower than Saturday. 

Corn attracted a great deal of attention, the mar- 
ketruling much more active, price changes cover- 
ing a wider range, with increased outside interest. 
The sentiment appeared to be a continuation of the 
stronger tone developed late Saturday, and still 
higher prices were scored, extreme figures, however, 
not being maintained up to the close. There wasa 
better outside demand, St. Louis being credited 
with purchasing freely. New-York was both buying 
and selling. Shippers boughta good deal early, but 
sold considerable on the advance. The sharp de- 
mand induced many local “shorts” to cover, and 
the offerings. at the time being light, created a very 
firm market. Indications of a better cash demand 
and strength in surrounding markets all tended to 
sustain values. Opening trades were at about the 

nal figures of the previous session, and, after secil- 
ng up %0, worked back ‘4c, rallied “go, eased off \o, 
ruled tirm, and closed with a gain of “W@ go. 

There was a good business in oats and a stronger 
feeling. he market opened 40 lower for May, but 
steady for the other months, Good buying of May 
and selling of July caused July to decline from “0 
premium at the start to the same price as May at 
the close.
